1 ſince, in all buſineſs of difficulty and concern: eſteeming That his beſt 

Means for preſerving and propagating Wickedneſs amongſt Men, by 

which he firſt won them to loſe their Innocence. And therefore there 

; has nathing of Good yet come into the World, nothing been ſent from ' 

Heaven, but what hath met with this Oppoſitin ; the Common Enemy 
having imploy'd all his Endeavours of bringing it into diſcredit, and- 

rendring it Infamous, by 24/-repreſenting it. Of this there are frequent 
Inſtances in the Old Law, and more in the New. The truth of it was 

experienc'd on the Perſon of Chri## himſelf, who, tho' he was the Sor of 

__ God, the /mmaculate Lamb, yet was he not out of the reach of _—_

and exempt from being 44j-repreſented. See how he was painted by ma-- 
licious Men, the Sons of Beljal, Miniſters of Satan ; « prophane and wicked 
Man, a breaker of the Sabbath, a Glutton, a Friend and Companion of Pub=-- 
licans and Sinners, a Fool, a Conjuxer,. a Traytor, a Seducer, a Tumul- 
tuous Perſon, a Samaritan, full of the. Dev1l.,, he hath Belzebub, and by the 
Prince of the Devils, cafteth he our Devils, (Mark 3. 22.) There being 
no other way of frighting the People from embracing the 77arh, and 
following the Son God, .butby thus disfiguring him to the Multitude, . 
reporting Light to be Darkneſs, and God to be the Devil. The Diſci- 
ples of Chriſt every where met with the like encounters. Srephen had - 
the people ſtirred. up againſt him, becauſe they heard.he had ſpoken blaſ-- 
phemons words againſt Moſes, and againit G od , (Atts 6, 11.) Paul alfo - 
and Silas, for exceedingly troubling the City, ( Afts 16. 20.) Jaſon alſo” 
with them,. bzcanſe he had rwrned the World upſide down, and did contrary 
to the decree of Ceſar, ( Atts 17.6,7-) Paul again, becauſe he did reach all 
men every where ag ainKt the People, and polluted the holy place, ( Atts 21. 28.) 
And becauſe he was 4-peſtilent fellow, and a mover of fedition among all the 
Fews throughont the World : to which the Jews alſo aſſented, ſaying, that 
theſe things were ſo, (As 24. 5, 9.) Neither did theſe Calumries, theſe 


wicked M/-repreſentations ſtop here; He that ſaid, The Diſciple is not above 


his Maſter, (if they have called the Maſter of the Houſe Betzebub; how much 
more ſhall they call them of his Honſhold ?)) did not only foretell what was to - 
happen ts his *Falowers then preſent, bat alſ6 the Faithful that were to 
ſucceed them, and to his Church in future ages, they being all to expect 
the-like Fate ; that tho' they ſhould be never fo juſt to God, and their 
Neighbour, upright in their Ways, and live in the fear of God, and the 
obſervance of his Laws, yet muſt They certainly be reviled and hated 
by the World, made a by-word to the People, and have the repute of 
Ideots, Seducers,. and bea ſcandal to all Nations. And has not this been 
verify'd in all ages ? See what was- the ſtate of Chriſtiass in the 'primi- *: 
tive times, when as yet Vice had notcorrupted the purity of the Goſpel. 
*Tis almoſt impoſlible to believe In what contempt they were, and how 
utterly abominated. .. Tertullan, who was a ſharer of a great part, gives 


- us ſo lamentable an account of the Chri#ans in his time, that 'tis able 


to move compaſlion-in. Stones, . He tells us, ſo many malicious ſlanders 
were diſpers'd abroad, concerning the manner of their Worſhip; and 
their whole Dofrine deſcribd, -not only to be folly, and meer toys, but al- 
ſo to be grounded on moſt Helliſh Principles, and to be full of Impieries, 
that. the Heathens believ'd a man could not-make profeſſion of Chriſtia- 
zity, without being tainted withall forts of Crimes ; with-

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- to good Manners, and togood Nature. Hence they conceiv'd ſuch prejudice”

| ph malicious ; whatſoever Villanies were laid to their charge; all was 
welcom to the .ezraged AMultirude ,, to which nothing ſeem'd zncreaible 
concerning thoſe- that were thus already odjows. Upon this it was, 
that they were brought in guilty of Atheiſm, of Superſtition, of Idolatry, 
of Cruelty, of Sedition, of Conſpiracies, of Treaſons : and bloody Perſecu- 
tions were rais'd againſt them, to which the people were exaſperated 
by Fears and Fealouſies: Quod Pontifices, (as Spondanus 
ſays,) Gentilitie ſuperſtitionts Chriſtzanos more ſolito, ca- 5p, Anno 286. 
- lummis circumventſſent, quaſs. aliquid contra imperinm moli= Par. 5. 
renter ;, Becauſe the Prieſts did uſe to diviilge it abroad, 
that the Chriſtians were plotting againſt the Government, Nor were theſe 
Crimes the whole Sum of their Charge ; For beſides, every publick, cala- 
mity and mis-fortune that befell the Common-wealth, _ = 
. was drawn upon them. If (a) Daphnes Temple was (2) Spord. An. 362. 
..conſum'd by Lightning from Heaven, yet nuwuſt the 
Chriſtians be condemn'd as the Incendiaries : If (b) the (6) 14. Anno 66. 
Bity wes laid in Aſhes,it muſt be reveng'd on the Chri- 
ſtians ; Nay, as (c) Tertulhan has it, if Tiber over- (c) 4po. c. 40. 
flowed, if Nile watered not the Plains, if Heaven ſtop"d 
its Courſe, and did not pour its Rams here below; if there were Earth-quakes, 
Famine, or Plabne 5, they would immeazately cry out, Chriſtianos ad Leo- 
nes, Caſt the Chriſtians to the Lions, as'the cauſe of all the Calamities that 
arriy din the World, and all the Evils that People ſuffer d. And now 
the Chriſtians being thus reputed Prophane in their Worſhip, Enemes to the 
Government, and the undoubted occaſions of every mis-fortune throughout 
the Empire ; * Tis eafie to conceive, in what contempe they were, and 
how deteſt able amongſt the Hearhens; But becauſe none 
can relate it ſo to the life, as (4d) Tertwllian has done, '(4) 4po. c 3. 
Ile ſet it down in his own words, as tranſlated by 
(ec) Dr. Howel, in his Hiſtory of the World. It is not () P. 1. pag. 936. 
#Frange (ſays he) that the hatred wherewith this name is | 
aw #n fuch manner, blinds the minds of the moſt Men, that when they wits 
neſs the probity of a Chriſtian, they mix in their Diſcourſes as a pa that 
he hath embraced: this Religion.

Chriſtian, when they ſtrive to render ## Odious, For, ſay they ,, How pleas 
fant, and of what a good honour, was the Woman ? How ſociable and jgvial 
was that Man? *Tis pity they ſhould be Chriſtians. So they impute the* a- 
mendment of their lives, to the Profeſſion of Chriſtianity. Some of them al- 
ſo purchaſe the averfion they carry againſt the name Chriſtian, which we bear, 
with the price of what ts moſt precious. to them ;, rather deſiring to loſe the 
ſweetneſs of life, tranguility of mind, and all ſorts of Commodities, than to ſee 
in their Houſes, That which they hate. A Man, who heretofore had his mind 
Full of Jealouſie, can no longer endure the company of his Wife, what aſſu- 
rance ſoever he has of her Chaſtity, after once he percicves her to be turn'd 
Chriſtian ; and parts from hr now, when her aftions full of Modeſty have 
extinguiſh 4 all ſpicions, wherewith he was heretofore mov'd, A Father, 
who of a long time endur d the diſobedience of hzs Heathiniſh Son, reſolves to 
take from him the kope of ſucceeding him in his Taheritance , for turning 
_ Chriſtian,when at the ſame time, he was executing his Commands without mur- 
muring. A-Maſter that uſed his Slave gently,when hs Carriage gave him ſome 
cauſe of diſtruſt, now puts him from him, for being a Chriſtian, when he 
hath moſt aſſurance of his Fidelity. *I's committing a Crime to correct the 
diſorders of a: Man's Life, by the motions of a Holy Converſion to the Chri-. 
ftian Faith ; and the good which 5 produc d by ſo happy a Change, works not 
ſo pomerfully in the minds of Men, as the hatred they have conceiv/'d againſt us, 
Tndeed this hatred is ſtrange ; and when I conſider, that the Name of Chriſtian 
only, makes it be ſo, 1 would wa, krow, how a name can be Criminal, 
and how a ſimple word can be Accuſed ! Thus was Chriſtianity wholly /:- 
famous amongſt the Heathens, contemn'd.and deteſted by all ; and where 
Lies were in credit, Calumnies and Slanders confirm'd and back'd by Au- 
thority, there was no other Crime but Truth, And 'twas theſe Calnm- 
nies,theſe falſe Accuſations (invented to cry down theChriſtian Religion,) 
oblig'd Terrullian to write his Apology, wherein he declar'd to the World, 
that Chriſtianity was nothing like that, which the. Heathens imagin'd it 
to be : That 14olatry, Superſtition, Impiety Cruelty, Treachery, Conſpira- 
cies, &c. was none of their Do##rine, but Condemn'd and Deteſted by 
them ; that theſe Crimes were only the malicious inventions of the Hea- 
theniſh Prieſts, who finding themſelves unable to withſtand the force of 
Chri&ianity, had no other way to preſerve themſelves in Repate, and the 
Peopls in their Erroxr, than by forming an ugly, odious, and moſt horrid - 
Yiſor, a damnable Scheme of Religion, then holding this forth to the 
World, and crying ont, Thzs 5 the Religion. of the Chriſtians, theſe are 
their Principles ;, Behold their Ignorance, thetr Stupidity, their Prophaneneſs ; 
Behold their Inſolence, their Villanes ; a People unſufferable in a Common- 
watlth, Enemies to treir Conntry and their Prince : And thus Repreſenting .

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i as Monſtrous as they pleas'd, they brought an 0am upon as many as 
own'd that 2.2, and condemn'd them-for Follies and Crimes, that. were 
no where, but in their own Imagination:*” And 'twas not only in Terrat- 
liar's time, that Chriſtianity lay under this ſcaidal, but alfo in after Ages: 
And therefore, as for the Vindication of the Chriſtian Profeſfion, he 
was forcd to Apologize for his time; ſo did after him St. Cypri an 
Arnobius, ard many other Ecclefiaſtical Writers z Nay, and under Chri- 
ſtian Emperors, the Cal:mnies of the Heathens.yet being urg'd with much 
vigour and confidence, Orofins was 6blig'd to write his Hiſtory, and St. . 
AuguZtine his City of God, in defence of the Faith and Dottrine of Chri ſt. 
And now, when by the propogation of Chriſtianity, and the lahorious 
endeavours of her Profeſſors, Heatheniſm was pretty well extin&t ; yet 
was not the Mouth of alice ſtop'd 3 the ſame Calnmnics, which had 
been invented by the 1»fidels, being taken up by evil Chriſtians.

£0ing out from the Communion of the Church'of Chriſt, but. what did; 
by reviving old Scandals, (and the addition of freſh ones, )' endeavour to 
make her J1nfamous, and blacken her with ſuch Crimes, as covld be thought. 
molt convenient for rendring her Odjous toall, It being look'd upon by 
as. many 9 ever,went our of her, the beſt means to jultifie their Separation, - 
and togain to themſelves” the credit of 'Orthodox-Chiiftians, to paint 
her out in all the. Av+3chriſtian Colours, 'ard repreſent- her as Heliiſh, as 
wickedneſs could make her.  'Tis ſtrange how much ſhe ſuffer'd in this 
Point from the Aarichees, and from the Donatifis," 2hd how much pains 
it coſt Saint Augyſtine, to prove their Accuſyrt#tobe? meer! Calumnies, 
principally intended to raiſe prejudices in the'minds-of rhe People againſt , 
her ; that ſo being convinc'd by theſe Hellifly Artifiters, 'of her teaching;

nours,, but Ch7i# and-his Saints by the Images: As it is not properly the : 
Images or Piftures of Kings or Dakes we generally reſpect or injure ; but 


by their /mages or Pires we reſpect or injure Kings. or Dukes them- 
ſelves. All the veneration therefore he expreſſes before Images, whether 


by kneeling, praying, lifting up the Eyes, burning Candles, Incenſe, &c. 
"tis not at all done for the Image, but is wholly: referr'd to the things re- - 


preſented, which he intends to honour by theſe actions.” And how, by 
ſo doing, he breaks the Second Commandment, he cannot conteive-; for he 


acknowledges only oze God, and to him alone gives Sovereign Honour ; 


and is ſo far from honouring /mages as Gods, that for any ones ſatisfa- 
Ction, he is ready to break or tear a Crucifix; or other Image whatſoever, 
into a thouſand pieces, and caſt them into the fire. And what reſpe&t he 
ſhews them, ſeems to him no more injurous to any of the Commanaments, 


than 'tis for a Chriſtian to love and honour his Neighbour,becaufe he beas - 


the /mage of God in his Soul; to kiſs and eſteemthe Bible, becauſe it contains 
and.re ans to him God's Word; or to love a good Preacher, becauſe he

viour tells, That Abraham heard the Petitions of Dives, who was yet at. - 
a greater diſtance, even in Hell; and told him likewiſe the manner of his 
living, while a3'yet on Earth. - Nay, ſince 'tis generally allow'd, that 
even the very Deuils.hear thoſe deſperate wretches, who call on them : 
Why ſhould he doubt, that Sainrs want this Priviledge, i ſome manner 
granted to. ſinful Men, and wicked Spirits ;. who, (tho' departed this 
life) are not ſo properly dead, as tranſlated from a mortal life, to an un- 
mortal one; where, enjoying God: Almighty, they loſe no PerfeCtions 
which they enjoy'd, while on Earth, but poſlefs.all ina more eminent 
manner ; having more Charity, more Love, and being more acceptable to 
God than ever ; becoming like Angels.:: And as theſe offered up their 
Prayers for Feruſalem, and the Cities of Judah, (Zach. 1. 12.) fo 
undoubtedly they likewiſe fall down before the Lamb, having every one of 
them Harps, and golden Vials full of Odours, which are the Prayers of the

He Worſhips *only one God , who 
empty Elements of Bread and- 


made Heaven and Earth, and his 
only Son JeſusChriſt our Redeemer; 
who, being in all things equal to his 
Father,in "Truth and Omnipotency, 
he believes, made his words good, 
pronounc'd at his laſt Supper ; real- 
ly giving his Body and Blaod to his 
Apoftles; the Subſtance of Bread 
and \Vine being by his powerful 
Words chang'd into his own Body 
and Blood, the Species or Accidents 
of the Bread and Wine remaining 
as before. The ſame he believes of 
the moſt Holy Sacrament of the E- 
chariſt, conſecrated now by Prieſts; 
That it really contains the Body of 
Chriſt, which was deliver'd for us ; 
and his Blood, which was ſhed for 
the remiſſion of Sins : Which being 
there united with the Divinity,” he 
confeſſes Whole Chrift to be preſent.

Withr:h3s Faith it is, he believes, every My- 
ftery of his Religion, 'the Trinity, Incarnation, &c. With this Faith he be- 
lieves, that what deſcended upon our S4vyour at his Baptiſm in Jordan, * 
was really the Holy Ghoſt, though Senſes or Reaſon could diſcover it to be 
nothing but a Dove: Wirth this Faith he believes, That the an that Foſhua 
ſaw ſtanding over againl{t him with his Sword drawn, (Foſh, 5.

ter where God ſpeaks, he unfeignedly confeſſes, That he that made the **

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VI. Of Merits and Good Works. 


E Believes Chriſt's Death 

and Paſſion to be ineffe- 
tfnal, and inſignificant, and that 
he has no dependance upon the 
Merits of his Sufferings, or the 
Mercy of God for the obtaining 
Salvation ; but that he is tobe 
ſav'd by his own Merits. And for 
this reaſon he very zealonſly buiſy 
in Faſting, in Whipping himſelf, 
#n Watching, in going in Proceſ- 
ſion, in wearing Hair-ſhirts, and 


_ — ..#ſing a thouſand ſuch-like Morti- 


cations : And having done this, 
he thinks himſelf not at all behol- 
ding to God for his Salvation,& 
that to give him Heaven,will be 
20 favour : It being now his due, 
upon the account of his own Meri- 
torions Atchievements , without 
any God-a-mercy to C briffs Paſ- 

- fon, or his Makers Goodneſs. 


E believes it damnable to ſay 
that Chriſt's Death and Paſ- 
lion 1s incffeCtual and inſignificant : 
And that 'tis the Doftrine of Devils 
to believe , That he has no depen- 
dance for his Salvation upon the 
Merits of Chriſt's Sufferings, or the 
Mercy of Cod ; but only upon his 
own Merits and good Works. 'Tis 
his Faith to believe, That of our 
ſelves weare not ſufficient, ſo much 
as tothink a good thought, that the 
Grace by which we are juſtified, is 
glven us purely g7atis upon the ac- 
count of Chriſt's Merits ; More- 
over, that no Man, how juſt ſever, 
can Merit any thing, either in this 
life, or in that to come, indepen- 
dant on the Merits and Paſſion of 
Jeſus Chrif, Nevertheleſs , that 
through the Merits of Chriſt, the 
Good Works of a Juſt Man procce- 
ding'from Grace,; are ſo acceptable 
to God, that through his Goodneſs 
and Promiſe, they are traly Aderi- 
rorious of Eternal Life. And this he 


has learn'd from the Apoſtle, (2 7m. 4. 8.) where he is taught, that 
there is a Ctown of Juſtice, which our Lord, a juſt Judge, will render at 
the laſt day, not only to Saint Pal, but alſo to all thoſe, that ſhall have 
fonght a good fight, and:conſummated their courſe, kept the Faith; and 
low'd his coming. Knowing therefore that at the day of Judgement, he 
is to receive according to his Works : He endeavours by good Works to make 
bis Vocation and Elettion ſure. - And in following this Councel, he thinks 
he no more offends againſt the fulneſs of the'Merits.of Chriſt's, or God's 
Mercy, than the Apoſtle does 1n giving it. 
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VII. Of Confeſhon. 


- HE believes it part of his Re- 
ligion to make Gods of Men; 


fooliſhly thinking,that theſe have 


power to forgive ſins. And there- 
fore as often as he finds his Con- 
ſcience oppreſs'd with the guilt of 


. his Offences ; he calls for one of 


his Prieſts, who are commonly 


amore wicked than himſelf, and 


falling at his feet, he unfolds to 
him the whole ſtate of his Soul ; 
and having run over 4 Cata- 
logue of his ſins, he asks of hins 
Pardon and Forgiveneſs. And 
what is moſt abſurd of all, he is 
ſo ſillily ſtupid as to believe, That, 
if his Ghoſtly Father, after he 
has heard atl his Villanies in his 
Ear, does but pronounce three or 


four Latin words,making the ſion 


of a Crols with two fingers and a 


thumb over his head, his ſins are 
forthwith forgiven him, although 
he had never any thoughts of a- 
mendment, or intention to far- 


ſake his wickedneſs. 


E believes it damnable inany 
Religion to. make Gods of 

Men. However he firmly holds, that 
when Chriſt ſpeaking to his Apo- 
ſtles, ſaid, (Joh. 20. 21.) Receive ye 
the Holy Ghoft ; whoſe ſins you ſhall 
forgive, they are forgiven, and whoſe 
ſins you ſhall retain, they are retained : 
He gave to them, aid their Succeſ- 
ſors, the Biſhops and Prieſts of the 
Catholick, Church, Authority to Ab- 
ſolve any truly penitent Sinner from 
his ſins. And God having thus giver 
them the Miniſtry of Reconciliation, 
and made them Chriſt*s Legates, (2. 
Cor. 5, 18, 19, 12.) Chriſt's Minj- 
fters, and the Disenſers of the My- 
ſteries of Chriſt, and given them 
power 10 looſe onEarth whatſoever was 
to be looſed in Heaven, (Matt. 18. 
18. ) he undoubtedly believes, that 
whoſoever comes to them- making 
a ſincere and humble Confeſſion of 
his ſins, with a firm purpoſe of a- 
mendment, and a hearty Reſolution 
of turning from his evil ways, may 
from them receive Abſolution, by 
the Authority given them from 
Heaven, and not doubt but Cod ra- 
tifies above, the ſentence pronoun- 
ced in that Tribunal 3 Looſing in 


Heaven, whatſoever 1s thus looſed by them on Earth. And that, whoſoever 
comes without the due Preparation, without a Repentance from the bot- 
tom of his heart, and real intention of forſaking his ſins, receives no be- 
nefit by the Ab/olution ; but adds fin to fin, by a high contempt of God's 
Mercy, and abuſe his Sacraments. | 
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VIII, Of Indulgencies. 


"T E behieves,that his Holy Fa- 
4. ;her the Pope,can give him 
leave to commit _ ſins he _ 
eth; Eſpecially, if he can make 
_ F Ro of a round ſum of 
Money, he never need doubt of 
an Indulgence or Pardon for 
himſelf and his Heirs for ever, 
for all ſorts of Crimes or Wick- 
eaneſs, he, or any of his Poſperity 
may have convenience of falling 
into. And having this Commil- 
ſion in his Pocket, under the 
Pope's Broad-Seal, he may be 
confident that Chriſt will confirm, 


azd ſtand to all that hisV icar up- 


on Earth has granted, ana not 
call him to any account for any 
thing he has done, although he 
ſhould chance to die without the 
lea#t remorſe of Conſcience, or 
Repentance for his ſins. 


'E believes it damnable,to hold. 
H that the Pope, or any other 
Power in Heaven or Earth, can give 
him leave to commit any ſins what- 
ſoever: Or,that for any Sum of Mo- 
ney he can obtain any /dulgence or 
Pardon for ſins that are to be com- 


mitted by him, or his Heirs, here-. 


after.He firmly believes that no ſins 
can be. forgiven, - but, by a true and 
hearty Repentance ; But that ſtill, 
there 1s a Power in that Church, of 
granting Tzdulgencees, which con- 
cern not at all the Remiſſion of ſins, 
either Mortal or Venial; but only of 


ſome Temporal puniſhmenrs remai-. 


ning due after the Guilt is remitted. 
So that they are nothing elſe, but a 
Mitigation or Relaxation upon juſt 
cauſes, of Canonical Penances, which 
are, or may be enjoyn'd by the Pa- 
ftors of the Church, on Penitent 
ſinners, according to their ſeveral 
degrees of demerit. And this he is 
taught to be grounded, on the judi- 
clary Power, left by Chriſt -in his 


Church, of binding and looſing : Whereby Authority was given to erect a 
Court of Conſcience, to aſſign Penalties, or releaſe them, as circumſtances 
ſhould require. And this Authority he knows Saint Paz plainly own'd ; 
(2 Cor. 2.6.) where he decreed a Penance ; ſufficient (ſays he) to ſuch a 
' Man, is this puniſhment : And, (2 Cor. 2. 10.) where he releaſed one ; For 
your ſake ſpeaking of the Penance injoyn'd the Inceſtuous Corinthian,) 1 
forgive it in the Perſon of Chriſt. And what Mony there is given at any time 
on this account, concerns not at all the Pope's Coffer, but is by every one 
given as they pleaſe, either to the Poor, to the Sick, to Priſoners, &c. 
wherefore they judge it moſt Charity. And tho' he acknowledges many 


abuſes have been committed in Granting and Gaining Indulgences, through _ 


the fault of ſome particular Perſons ; yet he cannot imagine how theſe 


can 


” 
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can in Juſtice be charg'd upon the Church, to the prejudice of her Faith 
and Doftrine ; eſpecially, ſince ſhe has been ſo careful in the retrench- 
ing them: As may be ſeen by what was done ih the Council of Trexe,

IX, Of Satisfation. 


| E believes very injurouſly 
_ of Chriſt's Paſſion, being 
perſwaded , that his Sufferings 
and Death were not ſufficiently 
 ſatisfatfory for our ſins; But that 
it u neceſſary for every one to 
makeſatisfation for themſelves. 
And for this end, after he has 
been at Confeſſion, the Prieſt ins 
joyns him a Penance ; by the per= 
formance of which, he ts to ſatis- 
fie. for his Offences : And thus 
confidently relying upon his own 
Penitential Works , he utterly 
evacuates Chriſt's Paſſion ; azd 
tho he profeſſes himſelf a Chri- 
tian, and that Chriſt is his Savi- 
our , yet by his little truſting to 
him, be þ- Fam to think es to 
be no better, than what his Cru- 
cifix informs him, that is, a meer 
Wooden oze. + 


E believes it damnable, to 
think injuriouſly of Chriſt's 
Patſion. Nevertheleſs he believes, 
that tho' condign Satisfaition for 
the Guilt of Sin, and the pain Eter- 
nal due to it , be proper only to 
Chriſt our Saviour ? yet that Peni- 
tent Sinners being Redeem'd by 
Chriſt,and made his Members,may 
in ſome mealure ſatisfie by Prayer, 
Faſting, Alms, &s. for the Temporal 
Pain, which by order of God's Ju- 
ſtice, ſometimes remains due,after 
the Gailt, and the Erernal Pain are 
remitted. So that truſting in Chriſt 
as his Redeemer, he yer does not 
think that by Chriſt's Sufferings? 
every Chriſtian is diſcharg'd of his 
particular Sufferings; but thateve- 
ry one 1s to ſuffer ſomething for 
himſelf, as Saint Pas! did, who by 
tribulations, and in'(»ffering in his 
own fleſh, did accompliſh thoſe things, 
that wanted of the Paſſions of Chriſt; 


andthis nor only for himſcif,but for 


the whole Charch, Colofſ. 1: 24. and this he firids every where in Scrip- 
ture,viz, People admoniſh'd of the greatneſs of their fins,doing Penance 
in Faſting, Sack-cloath and Aſhes,and by voluntary auſterities,endeavou- 
ring to ſatisfic the Divine Juſtice. And theſe Perſonal Satisfations God 
has ſufficiently alſo-niinded him of, thepuniſhmenc of Mp/ſer, 4aron 
Dav1a, and infinite-others; and even in thE:Al'Qions fenr by God up+ 
on-our own Age,. in Plagues, Watt, Fires, Petſeolitions, Rebettions:; and 
ſuch like : Which, feware ſo Adtheiſtical; bur they contefs, to be (een 
from Heoven for the j#ft chaſtiſements ofour ſins ; and which we are to 

-- under- 
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undergo, notwithſtanding the J»finite Satisfattion made by Chriſt, and 
without any undervaluing it. Now being thus convinc'd of ſome Tem- 
poral Puniſhments being due to his ſins, he accepts of all Tribulatiens,whe- 
ther in Body, Name or Eſtate, from whence-ſoever they -come; and, with 
others of his own chuſing, offers them up to God, for the diſcharging this 
debt, ſtill confeſſing, that his Offences deſerve yet more... But theſe Peni- 
tential Works he is taught to be no otherwiſe /atisfa#ory, than as joyn'd 


and apply'd.to that ſatisfaction which Jeſus made = the Croſs ; in vir- 
ul 


tue of which aloze, all our good Works find a grate 


{ight. 


E believes it part of his 


| Duty to think meanly of 


the Word of God, to ſpeak irre- 
verently of the Scripture ; to ao 
what he ts -able, toleſſen the re- 
pute of it, and bring it into diſ- 
grace, And for this end, he ſays 
zt is obſcure, full of ambiguous 
expreſſions, plain contradictions, 
mot fit to be read by the Vulgar, 
nor fit-to be Tranſlated into Vul 


ear Languages. And without re- 


[pet to Chriſt, or his Apoſtles, 
prophanely Preaches, that no Ten 
Books in the World have done ſo 
much miſchief” to Chriſtianity as 
this-one : And under a vain pre- 
fence of- preventing farther . in- 
conveniences, endeavours toide- 
prive all of this Spiritual com- 
fort, of this Divine. Food,of this 
Heavenly Lizht ; that. ſo being 
kept in darknels, they:may be al- 
ſa 'preſerv'd in ignorance, . aud. 
Damn'd Eternally. 


X. Of Reading the Holy Scripture. - 


TE believes it damnable in any 
one to think, ſpeak,or do any 
thing irreverently towards theScrip= 


tare ; or by any means whatſoever - 


to bring it into diſ-repute or diſ- 
grace. . He holds it in the higheſt 
Veneration of all Men living, he 
. profeſles it-to be the Dew of Hea- 
. ven, Oracles of God, Fountain of Eter- 


nal Life; that te prophane it, is to. 
incur the guilt of Damnation : And - 


that we are rather bound to loſe our 
lives, than concur any way to its 
-prophanation. *'Tis true, he does 
not think it fit,to be read generally 
by all, without Licenſe, or in the 


Vulgar-Tongues: Not for any diſ-re- - 
ſpect to it ; But, I. Becauſe he un- 


derſtands, that private Interpretation

acceptance in God's 
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4. 11. For theſe Reaſons he is taught, That 'tis not convenient for the 
Scripture to be read indifferently to all men, but only ſuch as have expreſs 
Licence, and good teſtimony from their Curates ; that they are humble, 
diſcreet, and devout Perſons , and ſuch as are willing to obſerve direCtions 
inthe peruſing this'Sacred Yolume : That is, take notice of all Godly Hi- 
ſtories, and imitable examples of Humility, Chaſtiry, Obedience, Mercy 
to'the Poor, &e. and all ſuch places as are apt to provoke and ſtir up.the* 
hatred of ſin, fear of God's Judgements, love of Virtue, &c. and in all 
Hard, Obſcure and Diſprrable Points, to refer all to the Arbitrement ofthe 
Church, to the judgement of thoſe whom God hath appointed Paftors and 
Doors: Never preſuminyg to contend; controul, teach, or talk of their 
own Senſe and Phanſ in deep Queſtions of Divinity, and high Myſteries 
of Faith z but expeCting the ſenſe of theſe from the Lips of the Prieſt,who 
ſhall keep knowledge,and from whoſe month they ſhall require the Law, Mal. 2.7. 
And this caution is uſed, leſt that the Scripture coming into the hands of - 
a preſuming ſort of proud, curious and contentious People, be abuſed and 
perverted ; who make it their buſineſs to enquire into-Dogmatical, My- 
{tical, High and Hidden Secrets of God's Councels, into Predeſtinatior, 
Reprobation, Elettion, Pre-ſcience, and other ſuch incomprehenſible Myſteries; 
and upon the preſumption of I know not what Spirie, immediately *be- 
come Teachers, Controllors and Judges of Dofters, Church, Scripture and all ; 
and acknowledging no Authority left by Chriſt, to which they are to ſub- 
mit ; under pretence of Scripture and Gods Word, make way for all ſorts 


. of Prophaneneſs, Irrcligion and Atheiſm. So that 'tis not for the preſerving 


Ignorance, heallows a reſtraint upon the reading the Scripture, but for the 
preventing a blind ignorant Preſumprion. And that it may be done to edi- 
fication, and not to deſtruttion, aw without caſting the Holy to Dogs, or © 
Pearls to Swine. -

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Alſo St. Ambroſe, (lib. de 7 ac0b, & 
vit. beat.) An' 370. Innocent, I. (Ep. 
ad Fxup.) They were alſo received 
by the Third Council of Carthage, 
An. 419. which approv'd all theſe 
Books as Canonical, Can. 47. and 
was ſubſcrib'd by St. Augaſtine, and 
confirm'd in the Sixth General Sy- 
nod Aug. ib, 2. Dot. Chriſt.cap.8. 
So rhat to him *cis of little. concern, 
whether they were ever in the He- 
brew Copyithe Canon of the Church 


of their Anceſtors. of Chriſt being of much more Au- 
thority with him, than the Canon of the Fews: He having no other af-_ 
ſurance that the Books of Zoſes, and the four Goſpels, are the true 
Word of God, but by the Authority and Canon of the Church. And this he 

has learn'd from that great Doctor St. Auguſtine, who declares his mind 
plainly in this caſe, ſaying, That he woxnld net believe the Goſpl, except the 
Authority of the Catholick Church mov'd him therennto. Contra Ep. Fun- 
dam, C, 4,) Now he is well ſatisfied, that many doubted whether theſe 
Books were Canonical or no; and amongſt others, St. Ferom; becauſe 
the Charch had not declar'd them ſo: But fince the Chnrches Declara- 
tion, no Catholick ever doubted , no motethan of other Books, viz of 
the Epiſtle to the Hebrews, the Epiſtle of St, James,the /econd of Sr. Peter, 
the ſecond and third of St. John, St. Jude's Epiſtle, and the Apocalyps: All 
which were for many years after the Apoſtles time doubted of; but af- 
terwards declared and receiv'd as Canonical, This he finds St. Ferome 
. Expreſly confeſling of himſelf, viz. That for ſome time the Book of Judith 
ſeemed to him Apocrypbal ; to wit, till the Council of Mice declar'd it 
otherwiſe, Pref. in Z#dith. The like he affirms of St. Zames's Epiſtle; that 
it was doubted of by many, for ſeveral years; Parlatim tempore proce- 
dente mernit anthoritatem: By little and little in preceſs of time it gain'd 
Authority, De viris illuſ. verb, Facobus, For this reaſon he matters not 
what Books have been reputed -{pocryphal by ſome, and for ſome 
years ; But only what Books are Receiv'd and Declar d by the Church, 
Canonical, in what year, and at what time ſoever. For believing the 
ſame ſpirit of Trath alliſts her in all Ages;. he looks upon himſelf equal- 
ly oblig'd to receive her Definitions ot the Year 419: as of any of the 
precedent years: It not being poſſible for Chriſt to fail- on his Prow:ſe, 
or the Holy Ghoſt to err or m;/guide the Cherch in that year, more than 
inayy other, | 
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E makes no Conſcience of 
abuling the Scripture, 

and perverting it , for the matn- 
tenance of his Errours and Super- 


#itions. Apnd therefore, though 
he dares not altogether lay it by ; 


left he ſhould, by ſo doing, loſe 


all claim to Chriſtianity : Tet he 
utterly diſapproves it, as it 154 
its genuine 1 ruth,and Purity,and 
as allow'd in the Church of Eng- 
land; azd crying this down, he 
Lelieves it unlawful to be read by 
any of his Communion. And then 
puts into their hands another Y0- 
lume, which in its Frontu-piece 
bears the Title indeed of the 
Word of God, with the names 
of the Books and Chapters ; but 
in the context of it, is ſo every 
where full of Corruptions, Falſi- 
fications, and intolerable Abuſes, 
that it almoF# every where belies 
its Title, and is unfit for any 
one, who profeſſes himſelf a. 


Chriſtian. 
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XII. Of the Vulgar Edition of the Bible. 


E believes it a damnable ſin, 
H to abuſe the Scripture, or any 

ways to pervert it, for the 
maintenance of Errours or Super- 
ſtitions, and thinks himſeIfoblig'd, 
rather to lay down his life, than 
concur to, or approve of any ſuch 
Falcifications or Corruptious, pre- 
judicial to Faith or Good Ianners. 
For this reaſon ,, being conſcious, 
that in all Ages,there has been ſeye- 
ra] Copies of this Sacred: Volume, 
quite different from the Originals in; 
many places, either through the 
miſtake of the Tranſcribers, or ma- 
lice of others, eudeayouring by this 
means to gain credit to their new 
Doctrines : He is commanded not 
to receive all Books indifferently 
for the Word of God, that wear that 
Title; but only ſuch as are approv'd 
by the Church, and recommended 
by her Legitimate. And ſuch is that, 
he daily uſes, commonly known by 
the name of the Yulgar Tranſlation ; 
which has been the principal of all 
other Latine Copies in all Age*, ſince 
the Primitive times ; much com- 
mended by Saint Arguftine.; and 
never altered in any thing, but once 


heretofore by the Holy Studies of St. Hherome : And twice or thrice ſince, 
being review'd by Authority, and purg'd of ſuch miſtakes, as in length 
of time, had crept in by Tranſcribers, or Printers faults. And that ts 
Tranſlation is molt pureand incorrupt.as to any thing concerning matter 
of Bclief, or differences in Religion, is not only the DoCtrine of his Church; 
butalſo the Sentiment of many Learned Men of the Reformation, who ap- 
prove this Verſion, and prefer it before any other Latine one whatſoever. 
Beza in his Preface to the New-Teſtament, Anno 1559. blames Eraſmus 


for 


. 19. A-Papiſt Miſ-repreſented and Repreſented. 
for rejefting it. Paulus Fagins cries out againſt all that difallow-t, 
(Cap.4q. YVerſ. Lat. Paraph. Chald.) Ladovicas de Dieu, with admiration, 
confeſſes it to be moſt Faithſul, (in Not. ad Eo Pref.) Canſabon Pre- 
fers it before the Greek Text now in uſe; and acknowledges that it a- 

grees with the Antient Hanuſcripts, (in Not.. ad Evang. & At. )Grotins 
profeſſes to the World, that he highly.efteems it, for that it contains no 
erroneous Opinions, and is very Learned; (nulla dogwmate inſalubria 
continet, & multum habet in ſe eruditionis, Pref. Annot. in vet. Teſt.) And 
for this reaſon, he refers his £nnotations generally to this Tranſlatien, as 
he declares himſelf. So that, ſeeing this Verſion is deliver'd to him with 
the approbation of his whole Church, and is commended by moſt Lear. 
ned AdvVerſaries; he thinks he has great reaſon to receive it, and that 
he may peruſe it, without any danger that can come to him, - from any 

. Corruption or Falfifications. And becauſe he has not the like aſſurance of 

the Engliſh Tranſlation allowed by: PrateFants, or any other made fince 
the "ers by any of that Perſwaſion , but ſees , that there has 
been almoſt as many different Tra»/iations made and publiſh'd by theſe, 

_ a8 there had been Men of different Humours, different Spirits, and diffe- 

rent Intereſts ; whereof none have ever approv'd the Verſions of any of 

' thereſt; but cry'd out againſt, and Condemn'd them, of many Alte- + 
rations, Additions, Detratiions, and Forgeries ; Bncer, and the Ofiandrans 
exclaiming againſt Lather, Luther againſt Munſter ; Beza againſt Ca- 

ſtaleo ; Caſtaleo againſt Beza ; -Calvin againſt Servetus ; lhricus againſt 

Calvin and Beaa, Our Engliſh Miniſters againſt Tindal and his Fellows : 
And this, not upon the account of ſome overſight, or light miſtakes, or 
the following of different Copies; but accuſing one another of being 
Abſurd and ſenſeleſs, in their Tranſlations of obſcuring and perverting the 

meaning of the Holy Ghoſt, of Omiſſions and Additions, of perveriing the 

Text in eight hundred forty and eight places ; of corrupt and falſe Trayſ- 
lations ; all which in expreſs Terms, has been charg'd by greas Abbet- 
tors of the Reformation againſt a Bible yet us'd in England, and ordered 
to be read in all Churches by Queen Elizabeth, and to be ſeen in the 
Abridgement of a Book deliver'd by certain A4iniſfters to King 7amer, 
Pag. 11.12, In Mr. Burges's Apology, Sea, 6: Mr. Browghton's Adver- 
t:ſement to the Biſhops, And in DoCtor Reynold's refuſing before the King 
at Hamptox-Coxrt, ro ſubſcribe to the Communion-Book, becaule it war- 
ranted a corrupt and falſe Tranflation of the Bible. For theſe, and ſuch 
other reaſons, he is commanded not to read any of theſe Trayſlations ; 
but only that, which is recommended to kim by the Chrrch. 
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XIII. Of the Scripture as a Rule of Faith. 


; E believes it lawful ; nay, 

that it is his obligation 
fo undervalue the Scripture, gud 
take from it that Authority, 
which Chriſt gave it. For where- 
as Chriſt left this to the. World, 
a5 the Rule of Faith, and as a 
Sacred Oracle , from whence all 
his Followers might be inftrutted 
in the Precepts of a good life, 


learn all the Myſteries of their 


Faith, and be reſolv'd in all diffi- 
.cult aud doubtful Points of Re- 
ligion : He i taught flatly to de- 
ny all this, and to believe that 
the Scripture i xot capable of

troverſie, or reconciling the dif- 
ferent Sentiments of Men in Re- 
Jligion : And this demeans him- 


-Jelf towards the Word of God,

E believes it damnable to un- 
4 dervalue the Scriptere, of 
take from it the Antherity given if 
by Chriſt. He gives ict all reſpeC- 
due to the Word of God ; he ownsit: 
to be of the greateſt Authority upon 
Earth, and that it is capable of 
leading a Man to all Trath, when- 
ſoever it is rightly underſtoad. Bur: 
to any one that miſ-uxderſiands it, 
and takes it in any other ſenſe, 
than what was intended by the 
Holy Ghoſt; he believes it to ſuch a 
one, to be no Scripture , no Word of 
God; that toſuch a one, it 18,0 Rule 
of Faith, nor fudge of Controterſies. 
And that what he thinks to be the 
Dottrine of Chriſt, and Commang of 
Heaven,is nothing but his own /m4- 
gination, and the ſuggeſtion of the 
Devil. And fince,by the experience 
of ſo many thouſand Hereftes ſince 
our Saviour's time, all pretending 
to be grounded on Scriptere, he 
finds that almoſt every Text of the 
Bible, and even thoſe that concern 
the moſt Eſential and Fundamental 


Points of the Chriſt;an Religion, may be Intexpreted ſeveral ways zand 
made to ſignifie things contrary to one another ; and that while thus 
contrary meanings are Þy ſeveral Pexſons drawn from the ſame Words ; 
the Serptare is altogether lent, without diſcovering, which of all thoſe 
ſenſes is that intended by the Holy Ghoſt, and leading to Truth , and 
which are Erroneous and Antichriſtian : He is taught to belicye that the 
Scripterg alone can be no Kyle of Faith to any Private or Particular 
perſon ; not thap thereis any thing wanting on the. Seripeare-fde ; but 
becauſe no propateperſan can be certain, whether amongſt all the ſever! 
meanings eery Text is obnoxiaus to, that which he ynderſtands it in, 
1s the R:ght, or no. And without this certainty of Trath , and fecarity 


from Errogr, he knows, there's nothing capable of being a Rule. 
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XIV. Of the Interpretation of Scripture. 


HE believes that his Church, 
«A: which he calls Catholick,

phanely , allows to her an uncon-+ 
trollable Authority of being: 
Judge. off che Word of God, 


And being fondly abusd. into a 
diſtrufs. of the Scriptures, . and 


that he can be certain of: nothing, 


even of the Fundamentals of. 


Chriftianity, from what is delt- 
ver d in them, though they ſpeak 
ever fo plainly ; he is taught to 
rely. wholly: upon. this Church, 
and not to believe one word the 
Scripture ſays,vrleſs his Church 


ſays it tos.” 


E believes, that the Church is- 
H not above the Scriptare; bur: 
only allows that Order between. 
them, as is berween the /7adge and 
the Law: And is no other than what 
generally every Private Member of 
the Reformation Challenges to him- 
ſelf, as often as he pretends to ae- 
cide any donbr of his own, or his: 
Neighbours in Religion by nter- 
proting the Scripture. Neither is he 
caught at all rodiſtruſt che Scrip- 
txre,or not to relie on it , but only 
to diſtruſt his own private /nterpre- 
tation of it, and not to rely on his 
own 7udgement, in the Reſclation of 
any doubt concerning Faith or Re- 
ligion; tho'-he can produce ſeveral 
Texts in favour of his Opinion. But 
inall ſuch caſes he is commanded . 


re-cur to the Chxrch; and having learnt from her the ſenſe of all ſuch: 
Texts : how they. have been . underſtood by the whole Community 
of Chriſtians., in all Ages ſince the Apoſtles; and what has been- 
their Receivd Dodrime, in ſuch doubtful and difficult Points ; he 
Is oblig'd to ſubmit to this, and never preſume on his own Private Sen- 
t:ments, however ſeemingly grounded on Reaſon and Scripture, to Be- 
lieve or Preach any New Dotirine oppoſite to the Belief o the Charch, 
But as he receives from her the Zook, fo alſo to receive from her the. 
ſenſe of the Bock: With a Holy Confidence, that ſhe that did not chear 
him in delivering a Falſe Book for the Trac ove, will-not cheat him in de- 
livering a Falſe and Erroneons ſenſe for the Trae one; her Authority, 
which is ſafficient in the one, being not leſs in the other: And his own 
Private Judgement, which was inſufficient in. the oze, that is, in finding 
out the True Scriptare, and diſcerning it from all other Books ; being as 
incapable and in-ſufficient in the ceher ; that is, in certainly diſcovering 
the meaning of the Holy Ghoſt, and avoiding all other Heterodox and 
Miſtaken Interpretations.

althozgh he undoubtedly believes 


every.Word that's written in the 
Scripture ; unleſs he alſo aſſents 
to theſe Traditions, and gives 4s 
great credit to them, as to the 
Word of God, although in That 
there is not the leaſt foottep of 
ther tobe found. 


H* believes the Scripture not. to 
be imperfett, nor to want Hu- 
mane Ordination, or Traditions of 
Men, for the ſupplying any defefts 
in it : Neither does he allow the 
ſame. Authority to theſe, as to the 
Word of God; or give them equal 
credit ; or exact it of others, that 
deſire to be admitted into theCom- 
munion of his Church. He believes 
no Divine Faith ought to be given 
to any thing, but what is of Divine 
Revelation, and that nothing is to 
have place in his Creed, but what 
was taught by Chriſt, and his Apo- 
ſtles, and has been belieyd and 
taught in all Ages by the Church of 
God, the Congregation of all True 
Beltevers, and has. been ſo deliver'd 

down to him through all Ages. But 
now, whether that which has. been 

ſo deliver d down to him, as the 

Doctrine of Chriſt and hisApoſtles,

So that as he undoubtedly 
holds the Scripture to be theWord of God,penn'd by Prophets andApoſtles, 
and inſpir'd by the Holy Ghoſt, becauſe inall Ages,from 46/es to Chriſt, 
and from Chriſt to this time, it has been ſo Tanght, Preach'd, Beliey'd 
and Deliver'd ſucceſlively by the Faithful ; and never ſcruples the leaſt 
of the truth of it ; nor ſticks to aſſent to it, with a'ſtedfaſt and Divine 
Faith ;, altho' they are not, nor have notat any-time been able- to prove 
what they have thus taught, and deliver'd with one Text of Seripture, In 
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the like manner, he is ready to receive and believe, all that this /ame Con- 


gregation has, together with the Bible, in all Ages ſucceſſively, without . 


interruption, Taught, Preach'd Believ'd and Deliver*d as rhe Dottrine of 
Chri## and his Apo#Hes ;, and aſſent to it with Divine Faith; juſt as he 
does to the Bible ; and eſteems any one Arzathema, that ſhall Preach other- 
wiſe than he has thus receiv'd.

15.) ariſing in the Apoſtles time, was not de- 
cided by any private Perſon, nor even by Paul and Barnabas, who never- 
'theleſs, had received the Holy GhofF, and one would have thought, 
might have pretended to the Spirit, anda Heavenly Zight; but by a Ge- 
. yeral Meeting of the Apoſtles and Elders of the Church at eruſalem, who 
were conſalred by Panl and Barnabas about this Queſtion, So all other 
Diſputes and Difficulties of Religion arifing in ſucceeding Ages,ought to be 
refer'd to the Swcceſſors of the Apoſtles (whoſe Charge, Dignity and Of- 
fice is to continue to the end of the World,tho' they are dead in Perſon) 
who are to conſider of the matter,( Afts 15. 6.) as the Apoſtles did; while 
all the Multitude keeps filence, ver. 12. without any one preſuming on any 
Learning, Gift, Virtue, Prayers or 1uſpiration, to intermeddle in the Di/- 


 pute, or put an end tothe 2yeſtion : This being none of their buſineſs or 


obligation, but only with all Patience and Humility to expect the Deter- 
mination of their Prelates and Elders, and receive it with the ſame ex- 
preſſions, as thoſe Good Chriſtians did heretofore, who rejoyced for the 
conſolation (A, 15, 31.) And unlefs this thatthe Apoſtles did, and their 


 Obſequions Flock, be taken asa Pattern inall Ages, for the ending ſuch- . 


like difficulties; he believes tis impoſſible that Believers ſhould ftand faft 
in one Spirit, with one Mivd, (Phil. 1.27.) and be not carried away with

H- believes that the Paſtors E believes that the Paſtors 8& 
and Prelates of his Church 


are Infallible, and that like [o 


many Divine Oracles , or petty 
Familiar Deities, they are ex- 
empt from Errour, and cannot 
deceive. But this, eſpecially when 
they are met together in a Gene- 


_ ral Council, 1+ being 4 main 
part of his Faith, That then they 
are ſecure from all miſtakes ; 


and that it is as impoſſible for 


Prelates of his Church .are 
Fall:ble,that there is none of them, 
but may fall into Errours, Hereſie 
and Schiſm, and conſequently are 
ſubject to miſtakes. But that the 
whole Church can fail, or be de. 
ceivd in any one -Point of Faith ; 
this he believes impollible , know- 
ing it to be built on berrer promiſes ; 
ſuch as ſecure her from all Erroxr, 
and danger of Prevarication, Her 
Foundation being laid by Chriſt, a- 
gainft which the Gates of Hell ſhall 
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them to decline either to the right 
hand or to the left,in any of their 
Definitions aud Decrees, as it is 
for God to leave Heaven, and 
become the Author of lies. Thus 
fondly believing theſe to be aſ- 


foſted with 4 neceſſary Infallibili- 


ty, like Gods, whom their Igno- 
rancegill Example, FF Debauch'd 
Lives, to a true Conſiderer, 


ſcarce ſpeak to be Men. As if 


God Almighty did fo blindly 
throw- his Benefits and Graces a- 
mong#t his Creatures, that none 


ſhould have a more powerful aſſi.. / 


ſtance of God's Iruth and In- 
fallible Spirit,than thoſe in whom 
there was leaſt of God to be 


found, 
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23 
not prevail, (Matt. 16. 18.) The 
Power that protects her,being Chriſt 
himſelf; Behold 1 am with you all 
days,( Mat. 28. 20.) The Spirie that- 
Guides and Teaches her, being the 
comforter of the Holy Ghoſt ;, who 


ſhall teach her all things, and ſuggeſt- 


to her all things that Chriſt has ſaid 
to her, (Foh. 14. 16.) The rimethat” 
ſh2 is to be thus protected, taught,and. 
aſſiſted, being not only while the 
Apoſtles liv'd, or for the firſt three, 
four or five hundred years next af- 
t:r ; but for ever, to theend of the 
World, Behold 1 am with you all 
days, (Matt. 28. 20:) He will give 
ou another Paraclete' that he may a- 
bide with you for ever, (Foh.'14. 16.) 
And thething, that ſhe is to be thus 
taught to the end of the World, 
being all truth : He ſhall teach you all 
truth, (Foh. 16. 13.) Now being aſ- 


ſired by theſe Promiſes, that the Church of Chriſt ſhall be taught all 
Truth by the ſpecial aſſiſtance of the Holy Ghoſt, to the end of the World ; 
he has Faith to believe, that Chriſt will make his Words good ; and that 
his Church ſhall never fail, nor becorrupted with Artichriftian Doftrine 
nor be the Miſtreſs of Errors ;, but ſhall be taught all Truth, and ſhall 


. teach all Truth to the conſummation of things z and that whoſoever hears 


ber, hears Chriſt : 41d whoſoever deſpiſeth her, deſpiſeth Chriſt ; and ought 
to be eſteemed as an Heathen or a Publicar, (Matt. 18. 17.) The like aſli- 
ſtance of the Holy Ghoſ?, he believes to be in all General Conncils, which 
is the Church-repreſentative : (as the Parliament is the Repreſentative of the 
'Nation,) by which they are eſpecially protefted from alFErour, inal 
Definitions and Declarations of matters of Faith, So that what the Apo- 
ſtles pronounc'd concerning the Reſult of their Council 3 (As 15. 28.) 
It hath ſeemed good to the Holy Ghoſt, and to Us ;, He does not doubt, may: 
be prefix'd, to all the Determinations in Point of Faith, reſolv'd on, by any 
General Council Lawfuly Aſſembled: ſince that time, or to be held to the 


Worlds end. The Aſſiſtance being to extend as far as the Promiſe,” ' And 


tho 'tis poſſible that ſeveral of the Prelates and Paſtors in ſuch an Hfem- 
bly;(as.alſo many others ino mmunion with the Church of Chriſt)ſhoutd 
at. 
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at other times, either through Pride or Ignorance, prevaricate, make In- 
novations in Faith, teach Erroneous Dottrines, and endeavour to draw 
numbers after them ; yet he 1s taught, that this does not at all argue a 


. Fallibility in the Church ; nor prejudice her Faich, but only the Perſons, 


that thus unhappily fall into theſe Errours, and cut themſelves off from 
being Members of the Myſtical Body of Chriſt upon Earth ; Whilſt the 
Belief of the Church remains p_ and untainted ; and experiences the 
Truth of what St. Paw foretold, That grievous Wolves ſhall enter in among 
you, net ſparing the Flock : Alſo of your own ſelves ſhall Men ariſe, ſpeaking 
perverſe things, to draw away Diſciples from them, (ACts 20, v. 29. 30) 
which, as it prov'd true even in the Apoſtles time by the fall of Nicholas 


_ and his followers, as alſoof ſeveral others : So it has been verify'd in all 


Ages ſince, by turbulent and preſuming Spirits, broaching new Doftrines, 


. and making Separations and Schiſms : But this without caſting any more 
_ aſperſion-on the Church or Congregation of the Faitbful, than the fall of 


Judas did on the {poles ; or the Rebellion of Lucifer on the Hierarchy of 


. Angels ; which was no more than that ſuch wicked and preſuming Spirits, 


went out from-amonglt them, and were expel/d their Communion, as un- 
worthy. Neither does It reflect at all on the Churches Authority, or make 
the truth of her DoCtrine queſtionable to him ; that many of her Eminent 
Members, DoQtors, Prelates and Leading Men, have been, or are great 
enormous Sinners, infamous for their Pride, Coverouſneſs, or other Viees, 
whatſoever : The Promiſes of God's continual and un-interrupted aſſiftance 


_ - to his Church, being not to be fruſtrated by the wickedneſs of ſuch par- 


ticular Men, tho' in great Dignities. Theſe Promiſes being, made ſurer to 


-her, than ever the Jewiſh Church : Which nevertheleſs ſtood firm in her 


Authority, and the Deltvery'of Truth, notwithſtanding the frequent 1dola- 
try of the People, Nadab and Abihu's ( Conſecrated Prieſts |) offering, 
Some Fire: Corah, Dathan and Abiram's making a great Schiſm,and the ſins 
of Moſes and Aaron, and other High-Prieſts in all her ſucceeding Ages. 
Nay, tho' all things touching Religion and Virtue, were ina manner run 
to decay, in our Saviour's time, both in Prieſts and People ; yet did he 
maintain the Authority of the Fewiſb Church ; and commanded all to be 
Obedient, and ſubmit to thoſe who had the Superiority , without calling 


in queſtion their Authority, or doubting of the reaſonableneſs of their 


Commands. The Scribes and Phariſees, (ſays he, Matt. 23. 2.) fit tm Moſes's 
Chair : All therefore, whatſoever they bid you obſerve, that obſerve and do : 
But do ye not after their works. If therefore God's ſpecial aſſiſtance, was ' ne- 
ver wanting to the Church of the Jews, ſo as to let it fall in the Truth of 


-its Doftrine, or its Authority ; notwithſtanding the Pride, Covetouſneſs, 


Cruelty, Impiety, Idolatry, of many of her Levites, Elders, Prieſts and 
| þ | Figh- 
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High-Prieſts, Why ſhould not he believe the ſame of the Church of 
Chriſt, which, (as St. Pazl ſays) is built on better promiſes: and that it re- 


- mains entire in the Truth of her Dottrine, and her Authority, notwith- 


ſtanding the viciouſneſs of many of her Governoxr:; Eſpecially, fince he's 
in a manner confident, that there has been nothing ſo infamous acted by 
.any Prieſts, Prelates, Popes, or others, {ince Chriſt's time, but what may be 


. - . followd; Nay, was out-done by the Prieffs of the Jews. 


XVIII. Of the POPE. 


T1E believes the Pope to be 
KL 4 ji; great God, and to be 
far above all the Angels. That 
Cbriſt is no longer Head of the 


Church, but that this Holy Fa- 


ther hath taken his place ; and 
that whatſoever he Orders, De- 
.crees or Commands, is to be re- 
ceived by his Flock, with the 
ſame reſpett, ſubmiſſion. and awe, 
es if Chriſt had ſpoken it by his 


. own 08th. For that his Holineſs 


(having once receiv'd the Tt 
ple-Crown oz his Head,) is now 
20 more to be look'd upon asMan, 


but as Chriſt's Vicar, whoſe Of- 
fice it is to Conftitute and Or- 


dain ſuch things as Chriſt forgot, 
when he was upon Earth, not 
throughly conſidering what would 
be the Exigencies of his Flock in 
future Ages. And for this in- 
tent, he is aſſiſted with a certain 
Myſterious Infallibility; /zch as 
hides it ſelf, when he is upon his 
own Private Concerns, expoſes 
him to all the Deſigns, Cheats, 


He believes the Pope to be none 
of his God, neither Great nor 
Little ; That he 1s not -above the 
Azgels, but only a Adan, He. be- 
lieves that Chriſt, as he is ſupreme 
Maſter, Governour and Lord of all 
created things,ſfo alſo of hisChurch, 
of which he acknowledges him to 
be the Founder and Head. But as 
notwithſtanding this Lordſhip and 
Heaaſhip of Chriſt over all things, 
every Father of a Family owns him- 
ſelf to be fer of it under Chriſt; 
every petty Commander of a Ship, 
ſtiles himſelf Maſter of it under 
God; and every Prince, King, and 
Emperour is confeſs'd ſupreme Lord 
and Governour of his Dominions 
under God; So alſo, he believes, that 
there is a Paſtor, Governour and 
Head of Chriſt's Church underChrift, 
to wit, the Pope or Biſhop af Rome, 
who is the Succeſlor of St. Peter, to 
whom Chriſt committed the care of 
his Flock; and who hath been fol- 
low*d now by a wvifible Succeſſion of 
above 250 Biſhops acknowledg'd as 
ſuch in all Ages, by the Chriſtian 
World. And now, believing the 
Pope to enjoy this Dignity, he looks 
upon himſelf oblig'd to ſhew him 

E that 
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Malice, and Machiuations of his 
Enemies, and lets him be eafi- 
ly over-ſeen, as imprudent ,. 4s 


filly as his Neighbours. But when 


he comes into his Chair, to hear 
any Publick Buſineſs, ther zt 
begins to appear , and protects 
hin from all Miſtakes and Er- 
rors ; and he becomes immeaiate- 
by full of the Holy Ghoſt,chough 
be had theDevil and all of Wick- 


edneſs in him juſt before: 


that Reſpect, Submiſſion and Obe- 
dience, which is due to his place ;- 
a thing which no body canin reaſon- 
or conſcience deny to any one In 
Rule , or that has any Swperzorty.. 
Neither does he doubt but God aſ- 
ſiſts thoſe-who have this charge,with. 
a particular helping Grace, ſuch as 
has a ſpeciat reſpect to the Office and 


. Firftion, more than to the Perſon. 


Such was given to all the Prophezs, 
when they were ſent to preach: Such 
to Moſes, when he was made God to 
Pharaoh, Exod. 7. 1. Such to the ſe- 


venty Elders, when God taking of the Spirit of Moſes, gave ir anto them, and: 
conſtitnted them Judges. Such to Caiphas, who to council, propheſied of 
the Death of Chriſt, which St. Fohz aſcrib'd not to his Per/o, but to his 
Office of High-Prieſt, Job 11. 51. And-this ſpake he not of himſelf, but be- 
ing High-Prieft that year, he Propheſied; that Jeſus ſhould die for that Na- 
#100. By. priviledge of his Offce, uttering a Truth, which he himſelf never 
meant. With. ſuch like helping Grace, he doubts not, but God generally 
aſſiſts the Paſtors of the New-Law, and more eſpecially the High-Pries?, 
for the Good of the whole Flock, And therefore, tho' he was as wicked 
as Caiphas, yet he is ready to tender him all reſpef due to his Funttion, 
and obey him in every thing concerning the Exerciſe of his charge, not 
tor any conſideration of his Per/oz, but meerly of the- Office he bears : It 
being the Duty of a good Son to Obey his Father, and of a Loyal Subject, 
his King, and never toqueſtion their Authority, or diſ-reſpect them in 
their Office,tho" for ſome particular Vices,they may have little reſpeCt for 
their Perſons, In this manner is he ready to behave himſelf towards his 
chief Paſtor, with all Reverence and Submiſſion, never ſcrupling to re- 
celve his Decrees, and Definitions, ſuch as are iſſued forth by his Authority, 
with all their due circamſtances, and according to the Law, in the con- 
cern of the whole Flock. And this, whether he has the aſliſtance of a D;- 
wine Infallibility, or no: Which, tho' ſome allow him, without being in 
a.General Council, yet he 1s ſatisfied, 'tis only their Opinion, and not their 
Faith, there being no Obligation from the Church, of aſſenting to any 
ſuch Doctrine. And thereof, as in any civil Government. the Sentence 
of. the ſupreme Fudge or Higheſt Tribunal, is to be Obey'd, tho' there be no 
aſſurance of 1»f allibility or Divine Proteftion from Erronr or-Miſtake : So 
is he. taught, ſhould be done to.the. Orders of the Supreme Paſtors, whe- 
ther he be /nfalible or no..-  XIX. Of. 
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XIX. Of Diſpenſations 


E believes, that the Pope 
4 ÞK has Authority rodilpenie 
with the Laws of God; and ab- 
ſolog any one from the obligation 
of” keeping the Commanaments. 
So that, if he has but his Holy 
Fathers /eave,he may confidently 
Difſemble, Lie,, ad Forſwear 
himſelf in all whatſoever he 
leaſes , and never be in danger 
of being call d to an account at 
the: laſt day ; eſpecially if his 
Lying and Forfwearing was far- 
the common good of the Church : 
there being then a lure Reward 
prepar'd 4 him in Heaven, as 
a recompence of his good Intenti- 
cns and Hieroick Atchievements. 
And if at any time he ſhould 
chance to be catch d in the ma- 
nagement of any of theſe Publick 
and Church-concerns, axd be- 
ing obnoxious to Penal Laws, 
ſhould  hawe Sentence of Death 
paſs d on him ; he has liberty at 
his la#t hour 6n the Scaffold or 
Ladder, to make a Publick De- 
zeſtation of all ſuch Crimes, to 
make Proteſtations of his Inno- 
cence ; to call God to witneſs, 
that he dies unjuſtly; and that 
as he ts immediately to appear be- 
fore the Supreme Judge,he knows 
0 mote of any ſuch deſigns, and

H* believes, That the Pope has 
no Authority to diſpence with 
the Law of God ; and that there's no 
Power upon Earth can abſolve any 
one from the Obligation of keeping, 
theCommandments ; or give leave 
to Lie or Forſwear ; or make, that 
the breaking of any the /eaſt Divine 
Precept, ſhall not be accountable 
for at the day of Judgement. He is 
taught by his Church'in all Books of 
Direction, in all Catecyiſms, in alt 
Sermons , that every Le is a Sin 
that to call God to witneſs to anUr- 
truth damnable ; that it ought not be 
done to fave the whole World;that 
whoſoever does it, either for his 
own Perſonal account, or for the In- 
tereſt of Church or Pope, 'or whatſo- 
ever elſe, muſt of neceſſity-anſwer 
for it at the laſt day, and expect his 
portion with the Devil and his An- 
gels, if un-repented : And that no 
one can give leave for Lying, Per- 
fry, or committing any Sin; or &= 
ven pretend to it, unleſs it be the 
Devil himſelf, or ſome deviliſh 245- 
1iſters of his,ſuch as he deteſts in his 
heart, and utterly abominates. And 
in conſequence to this he believes, 
That whoſoever at the hour of his 
death denies any Crime,of which he 
is guilty, and proteſts himſelf to be 
innocent, when he is not ſo, can 
have no hope of Mercy : but depar- 
ting out of this World,an enemy to 
God, and the Truth, ſhall infallibly 
be receiv'd 4s ſuch in the next ; and 
dying with a Lic in his month, can 
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ir as clear from the guilt of them 
as .the Child unborn. And. this, 


th" the Evidence againſt ;him be. 


as clear as noon-day , tho the 
Jury be zever /o.Impartial, azd 
the Judge never ſo Conlcienci- 
ons. For that he having taken 


;he.Sacrament axd Oath of Se>- 
creſie, axd receiv'd Abſolution,. 


or 4 Diſpenſation: from the 
Pope , may- then Lie , Swear, 
Forſwear, azd Proteſt all that he 
pleaſes. without ſcruple , with 4 
good Conſcience, Chriſtian: like, 


expect no reward, but from the Fa-. 
ther of Lies. And this, whatſoever 
his Crime was, whether incurr'd by 
an undertaking for other-Church,, 
or no; and whatſoever his pretences - 
for the denial of the Truth were; 
whether Ab/olutions, Diſpenſationg,the 
Sacrament, or Oath of  Secreſie ,, or 
whatſoever elſe : : nothing of theſe 
being capable of. excuſing him in 
Lies or Perjury, or making them to. - 
be [znocent, and not difpleaſing to. 
God. Nor indeed-did he ever hear. 
of theſe ſo much talk'd on, DiSFer-- 
Jations and Abſolutions, from: any 
Prieſts of his Church, either in Ser- 


: 1n08ically.  mons or Confeſſions ; he never read 
Helth, ECO. . of:them in his Book & Catechiſms ; 
he never ſaw the pratice of them in any of his Communion; it having been - 
their Cuſtom,ever ſinceOarhs. were firſt devis'd againſt them, rather to faf- 
fer the loſs of their Goods, Baniſhments, Imprifonments, Torments, and 
Death: it ſelf, than Forſwear themſelves, or proteſt the leaſt Untruth. And 
*tis not out of. the memory of Man, that ſeveral might have ſaved their 
Eſtates, and Lives too, would they have ſubſcrib'd to, and own'd but one 
Lie, and yet refys'd it ; chuſing rather to die Infamouſly, than-prejudice 
their Conſcience with an Vptrizth, So that it ſeems a great Myſtery to 
him, that thoſe of his profeſſion; ſhould have Leave and. DiÞenſations to 
Lie and Forſwear themſelves at pleaſure, and yet that they ſhould. need 
Nothing elſe but Lying & Perjury,for the quiet enjoyment of their Eſtates, 
for the ſaving their Lives, for the obtaining places of higheſt Command, 
and greateſt Dignity ; ſuch as would be extraordinarily adyantagious 
for their Cauſe, and the intereſt of their Church. And yet that they. 
ſhould generally chufſe rather to forego all theſe fo conſiderable Conveni- 
ences, than once Le or Forſwear themſelves. And is it not another great 
Myſtery, that theſe Di$erſarions for Lying and Swearing ſhould be ac- 
cording to the Receiv'd Dottrine of his Church ;, and yet-that he, orany of 
his. Communion, were never inſtructed nor inform'd of any ſuch Diaboli- 
cal point ? nay, had never come to the knowledge of it, had it not been 
for the Information recety'd from ſome Zealous Adverfaries,ſfuch as relate 
either mecrly pox 7ru}f, or elſe ſuch-as have receiv'd a Diſpenſation of 
Lying from the Devil, that they might. charge the like Doctrine on the 
Church of Rome, and the Pope, : XA, 07

'-D" IS no part of his F444 to be. 
| lieve, that the Pope has Au- 
therity to diſpenſe with his Allegs- 
«ce ta his Sovereign, or that he 
can Depoſe Prizces upon any 90- 
count whatſoever ; giving leave 
to their Subjes to take up Arms 
againſt them, and endeavour their 
ruin. He knows that Depoſing and 
King- killing Power has been main- 
tain'd by ſome Canonifts,. and Ds- 
vizeraf his Charch, and that it is in 
their Opinion lawful, and annex. 
to the Papal Chair. He knows like- 
wiſe that ſome Popes have endea- 
vour'd ta aft according to this 
Power. But that this Doctrine, ap- 
pertains ta the Faith of his Church, - 
and is to be beliey d by all of that 
Communion,is a malicious Ca/umny, 
a down-1ight Fa:fty. And for the 
cruth of this, it ſeems to him a ſuf 
ficient Argument, that for the few 
Authors that are Abettors of this- 
Doctrine. there are of his Commu- 
nion three times the number, thart-: 
publickly diſown-all ſuch Athor;- 
t7; befides ſeveral Univerſities,and 
whole--Bogies. that have folemanly 


condemn'd it ;. without being in the leaſt ſuſpected of their Religion, or 
of denying any-Artiele of their Faith, Thoſe other Authors therefore 
Publiſh their own Opinions in their Books, and thoſe Popes acted accord- 
ing to what they judg'd lawful; and all this amounts to.no more, than- 
that this Doftrine has been,or is an Opizion amongſt ſome of his Church; 
but to raiſe it to an Article of Faith. upon theſe grounds, is impolbble.. 


. Ler his Church therefore anfwer for no. more, than what ſhe delivers 


for Faith ; let Prelates anſwer for their Aions, and Authors for their 
own Opinions; otherwiſe more Churches muſt be charg'd with Depoſing- 


and Kivg-killivg DoQtrine, beſides that of Rowe: The Univerſity of Ox- 
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ford having found other Authars of Pernicions Books, and Damuable Ds- 
Grines, deſtruGive to the Sacred Perſons of Princes, their State and Go- 
vernment ; beſides 7eſuits, as may be-ſeen in their-DecreF, publiſh'd in 
the London Gazette, Fuly 26. 1683. -In-which they condemn'd twenty * 
ſeven falſe, impions, ſeditiows Propoſitions, fitted to flir up Tumnults, over- 
throw States, and Kingdoms, t0 lead to Rebellion, Mnrder of Princes, and 


" Atheiſmsit ſelf.” Of which number only three. or four were aſcrib'd to 


the Fefwit3;the reſt having men of another Communion for their Fathers. 
And this Do&trine was not firſt condemn'd by Oxford ; What they did 
herein the Year 1683. having ' been ſolemnly done in Paris in 1626; 
Where the whole Colledge of Sorbon, gave Sentence againſt this Pro- 


'Phſition of Saptiarellns, (viz.) That the Pope, for Hareſie and Schiſm, 


784 ht depoſe Printes, *and exempt the Sudjetis from their Obedience; the 
like was done by the Uuiverſrries of Caen, Rhemes, Poittoirs, Y alence, 


_ Boxerdeaux, Bonrges, .and the Condemnation ſubſcrib'd by the Peſwits. 
And Mariana's Book was committed publickly to the flames, by a Pro- 


vincial Conncil of his own Orger, for the diſcourſing the Point of King- 
killing DoQrine, problematically. Why therefore ſhould this diſloya! 


Doftrine be1aid to his Charch, when-as it -has been writ againſt by ſe- 
-veral hundred ſingle Authors in her Communion, and diſown'd, and ſo- 
lemnly condemn'd by ſo many famous.Vnzverſities ? And why ſhould 


the Ations of ſome few Popes, with the Private Opinions of ſome Specu- 
lative Dofors, beſo often and vehemently urg'd for the juſt charging 
this Dodrine.upon the Faith of the Church of Rome; which, toa Serious, 
Impartial Confiderer, are only meer Fallacies, capable of Libelling all 
Societies in the World, of overthrowing all States and Kingdoms, and 
only fit Arguments for Knaves to cheat Fools withal. There being no 
Government in the World which might not be eaſily proved Tjrannical; 
No Religion, Perſwaſion, or Society, which might not plauſibly be indicted 
of Atheiſe: ; If the Aftions, Pretences, Claims, and Endeavour of ſome 
few of their Governexrs, and Leading Men; the Opinions, Writings, Phan- 
fies of ſorhe Axthors, be allow'd as ſufficient Evidence, for the bringing 
in the Verdict of Gxilty upon the whole. When Malice therefore and 
Envy have done their worſt in this point, to render the Pap: bloody 
and barbarous to the world; yet 'tis certain, after all, that Popsſp Prin- 
ces ſit as ſafe in their Throne, enjoy as much Peace and Security, as 
any other Princes whatſoever ; And that the Papi#s in England can give 
as good proofs of their Loyalty, as the beft of thoſe chat clamour ſo 
loud againſt them. They can bid defyance to their Advyerfaries,to ſhew 
any one Perſon of Honour and Eſtate amongſt them, or even four of 


_ any condition whatſoever, that bore Arms againſt Charles the Firſt, du- 


ring 
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ring the whole time of his Troubles. They can make good, that. there 
was ſcarce any amongſt them, that did not aſſiſt his 14ajeHty either with 
Perſon or Purſe, or both. And they -can fay, - that Charles the Firſt was 
murder'd in cold blood by his Proreſtane Subjects, after: many hundred 
Papiſts had loſt their lives for the preventing that Butchery, and that 
Charles the Second, being purſned by the-/ame Subjetts for his life, ſav'd it 


amongſt the Paps#ts. . 


XX1.: Of Communion inone kind. 


" TEbelieves, that he is no 
longer oblig'd to obey 
Chriitts Commands, than his 
Church will give him leave.

E believes, that He is oblig d 
; to obey all the commands of 
Chriſt: and that. neither his Church, 
nor any other Powe? upon Earth can 
limit, alter, or annul any precept of 


Divine Inſtitution, contrary. to the 


intention of the Law-giver. - Net- 
ther is the Denial of the Cup to the 
Laity, a prattice any ways oppoſite 
to this his Belief: He being taught, 
thattho' Chriſt inſtituted the bleſſed - 
Sacrament under both kinds, and ſo 


deliverd to his Apoſtles, who on- 


ly were then preſent, and whom he 
had made Prie#-s juſt before; yet 
he gave zo:command, that it ſhould 
be-1o received by all the faithful : 
But left this indiferenr, as is evident . 
from his own words, where he at- 
tributes the obtaining life everla- 


ſting (the end- of -the Inſtitution) 


ſometimes to the receiving under 


both kinds, ſometimes under one - 


as wllen he ſays, 1f any Man eat of 
this Bread, he ſhall live for ever. He 
that eats Me, even he ſhall live by te. 
He that eats of this Bread ſhall live 


for ever, ( John 6. v. 51, 57, 58.) 


And a curious Reader may find as many Texts for thus Receiving under 
one kind, as for the other. And St. Auguſtine was ſo far of this Opinion 

that he ſays, that Chriſt himſelf adminiſtred the Sacramen? to ſome of 
his Diſciples,. under one-kjnd only, viz, to thoſe two going to Emans, 


( Luke 
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Jr A Papiſt M:ſ-repreſented and Repreſented. 
(Lak; c. laff,, 30:) And that the Apoſtles afterwards did often practice the 
like, when they aſſembled, ro break, bread, (As 2. &c.) Which places 
He and other Fathers explicate of the Sacrament, (Aug. 1, 4.9. de Conf. 
Poang.) And that this was the Cuſtom of the Primitive Chriſtians, to 
give it under ore kind, to Children, to theSick,, and that men on a Journey 
us'd to carry it with them, is atteſted by all antient Writers, and mo- 
dern Hiſtorians. Nay, he finds, that this was the praQtice of the Church, 
to Communicate under oze kind only, or elſe under both, as every one 
. thought good, eſpecially in all Private Communion, for the'firſt four hun- 
dred years after Chriſt : and that the firſt precept'of Receiving under both 
kinds, was giver to the Faithful by. Pope Leol. in the year 443. and Con- 
firm'd by Pope Gelaſins in 4.90. not for the correcting any Abuſe, that had 
crept into the Church, but for the diſcovering the Afarichees, (who being 
of opinion, that Chriſt had no true Blood, and that Wine was the Gall 
of the Devil,) us'd to lurk among the Chriſtians, and receving under the 
form of Bread only, as the reſt did, remain'd un-diſtinguiſh'd, till by this 
Obtigation of all Receiving the Cp, (which they. judg'd unlawful and 
abominable) they.were all dete&ted. And, now, ifa thing (till that time 
Tndifferent,) was for theſe Motives determin'd by an Eccleſiaſtical Precept, 
and ſo obſerv'd for many hundred years, without ſcruple or queſtioning 
the Authority ; why ſhould he doubt to ſubmit. to the ſame Authority ; 
when (upon differentMotives and Circumſtances )they iſſue forth another 
"9% th Few-doubt of this, in the matterof Eating ſtrangled Meats and 
Blood ; which, tho' forbid by the Apoſtles, (As 15.) and fo unlawful, : 
is now by another Order, and upon other circumſtances, become a thing 
Tndifferent , and like other'things. And why then: ſhould he ſcruple-in 
this, eſpecially ſince there's no 1-jry done, nor he defrauded of any 


thing For believing the Real Preſence of Chriſt in the Sacrament, he 


conſequently believes whole and living Jeſs to be entirely contain'd under 
either Species : And that,(receiving-under ore kind) he 1s truly partaker 
of the whole Sacrament, and not depriv'd of either the Body or Blood of 
Chriſt. |

IS 
Salvation ; which -eans ate Faith 
and Good Works, and' moſt honou- 
rable to Gad, is the Offering 4 $a- 
crifice. And as Chriſt's Worfhipps 

of God, Chriſt's Faſting, Chriſt's 
Praying and ſuffering 'for us, dots 
not hinder or evacuate our}orſb3p- 
ping of God, our Faſting, our Suffe- 
ring,our Praying for our ſelves. So 
neither did his. Sacrifice hinder or 
evacuate all Sacrifices for ever. But 
as he inſtitutedFafting, Praying,and 
Suffering for his Followers, that by 
ſo doing, they might apply what he 
did, to themſelves ; ſoalſo he inſti- 
tuted a Sacrifice ; that by It they 
might apply the merits of hzs Sacrt- 
fice, and make it beneficial: to their 
Souls. So that:thongh he firmly be- 
lieves, that Chriſt offered -Sacrfice

fied : Yet he alſo believes, that to receive the benefit of this Offering, we 
muſt alſo do our parts, by our Good Works concurring with Chriſt, 1d be- 
coming Labaurers together with God, 1 Cor. 3. 9. and in ſome manner prri- 
fying our ſelves,x Joh.3. 3. and therefore not omitting the beſt of allWorks, 


. which is Sacrifice, proper to none but God: Which our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt 


inſtituted at his laſt Supper, when leeving unto us his Body and: Blood un- 


_ der twodiſtin&t Species of Bread and Wine, he bequeath'd as a-Zegacy to 


his Apoſtles, not only a Sarramenr, but alſo a Sacrifice :, A Commemorative 
Sacrifice, lively Repreſenting'in an «nbloody manner, the-bloody Sacrifice, 
which was offered for us upon the Croſs ; and by a diſtin&ion of the Sym- 
bols, diſtintly ſhewing his death (Chriſt's) until be come..

HE believes, (contrary to all 
4 ZReaſon} the Word of God, 
aid all Antiquity, that i beſides 
Heaven ad: Hell,) there is a 
third Place, which his Church zs 
pleas d to call Purgatory ; « place 
intended purely for thoſe of his 
Communion, where they may ea- 
fly have admittance after this 
life, without danger of. falling 
zato Hell ; For, that though Hell 
was deſigned firſt, for the puniſh- 
nent of Sinners ; yet {that now, 
fince the bleſſed fevers of Pur- 
gatory,}Hell may eafily be skip 
over,ana ay Eternal Damnation 
avoided, for an exchange of ſome 
'fhort Penalty andergone in this 
Pope's Priſon ; where he never 


zeed fear to be detain'd long; for 


that, if he has but a Friend left 
behine him, that will but ſay a 
few Hail-Maries for his ſoul, or 
i: his Teſtament did but re- 
member to order a ſmall ſum to 
bepreſented to ſomeMals-Prieſts 
he never need doubt of being [001 


E believes it damnable to ad- 
mit of any thing for Faith, 
that 1s contrary to Reaſan. the Word: 
of God, and all Antiquity: And that: 
the being of- a Third Place, (called 
Purgatory ) is ſo far from being con- 
trary to all, or any of theſe, that it: 
is atteſted, confirm'd and eſtabliſh'd 
by them all. *Tis expreſly in the 2d. 
of the Machabees, c. 12. where Mo- 
ny was ſent to Hieruſalem, that Sa- 
crifices might be offered for the 
ſlain: And tis recommended as, a 
Holy Cogitation to Pray for the Dead. 
Now though theſe Broks are not 
thought Canonical by. ſome, yet St. 
AuguFtine held them as ſuch, and 
ſays they are ſo received by the 
Church, (l. 18. de Civit.) But whe- 
ther ſo, or no : One thing is allow'd. 
by all, viz. That they contain no- 
thing contrary to Faith, and that 
they were cited by the Antient Fa-' 
thers, for the confutation of Errors, 
forming of good Manners, and the 
explication of. the Chriſtian Do- 
ctrine: Thus were they ns'd by 0- 
rigen for Condemnation of the Ya- 
lentinian Hereticks, (Orig. in cap. 5. 
Ep. ad Rom.) thus by St. Cyprian, 
(Lib. de Exhor. Mart. c..11.) thus

Releasd ; For that a Golden by Euſcb. Ceſarienas,) Lib. Propar. 
Key will as infallibly open the Evang. 11.c.15) thus by St. Greg, 


7 : Naz.

Gates-.of Purgatory, 4s of 4n manner _— that thefe Books 


other Priſon whatſoever. would never have been put to this 
Uſe by theſe Holy and Learned. Fathers; they would never with ſuch con- 
fidence have produc'd their Authority, nor would they have been read by. 
the Church in thoſe Golden times, had this Doftrine of a Third Place, (and 
of Prayers for the Dead, which they maintain,) been any ale SuperStitior,: 
2 meer Dream, contrary to Reaſon, the Word of God, and Antiquity; or had 
it been any Error at all. The being alſo of a Third Place is plainly inti- 
mated by our Saviowr, (Hatth. 12. 32.) where he ſays, Whoſoever ſpeaks 
againſt the Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not be forgiven him, neither in this World, 
zeither in the World to come, By which words Chriſt evidently ſuppoſes, 
that (through zheſe ſhall not) yet ſome {ſins are forgiven in the World to 
come : Which ſince it cannot be in Heaven, where no ſi enters ;: nor_ in 
Hell, whence there is no Redemption; it mult neceſſarily be ſome 14dadle- 
ſtate: And in this ſenſe it was underſtood by St. Arg»/tine nigh twelve 
hundred Years ago, as is manifeſt in his Works. (Cv. Dei. L. 21. c.13. 
@ 24. & lib. 6. cont. Fulian. c. 15.) ſo alſo by St. Gregory the Great, (L, 4. 
Diacl. c. 39.) ſo by St. Bernard againſt the Hereticks of his time;.; In the / 
ſame manner does St. Augu5tine underſtand thoſe words of St. Pal, 
(7 Cor. 3. 15.) He himſelf ſhall be ſaved : yet ſo as byfire. Where he thinks 
him to ſpeak of a purging fire, (Avg. in P[al. 37.) So the ſame Father un- 
derſtands that Pri/or of which St. Peter ſpeaks, (1. Per. 3. 19.) to be ſome 
place of Temporal Chaitiſement, ( Aug. Ep. 99.) And if this great Doftor 
of the Church in thoſe Purer times , found ſo often in the Bible , a Place 
of Pains, after this Life, from whence there was Releaſe; how.can any one 
ſay, without great preſumption, that the Being of a Third Place, is con- 
trary to the Word of God ? Neither can the Ant:quity of this Doftrine be 
more juſtly call'd in queſtion, of which is found ſo early mention, not 
only by this Holy Father : 'but even by others his Predeceſlors, the Diſ- 
ciples of the Apoſtles, and the beſt Wizneſſes of their DoCtrine, (Dionyſ. 
T. de Eccl. Hier: c.7. In Aftis SS. Perpet. & Felicit, mention'd and-approv'd 
by S. Arg. l, 1. de Anima & ejus Orig.c. 10.1.3.c. 9.& l.4.c:18. Tertul. 
L. de Cor. Mil. c.3. Cypr. Ep. 66. ad Cler. Arnob. I. 4.. contr. Gen. pag. ult.) 
and many others quoted at length by the Learned Naralis Alexand. Tom. 
9. Hiſt. Eccl. diſſert, 4.1.) And as for the Reaſon of this Tenet, heis bound 
to think it does not want it, ſince he finds it abetted by ſuch Virtuous, 
Learned and Conſidering Men, whom he dares not reckon Fools; never 
hearing, that theſe us'd to Believe, but upon very good Grounds and ſub- : 
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ſtantial Reaſons. And he thinks he is able to give ſome himſelf, by what 
he has learn'd from the Scriprures, and theſe Fathers. For having been - 
taught by theſe; Firff, That whena ſinner is reconcil'd to God, though 
the Eternal Puniſhment due to his fins, is always remitted , yet there 
ſometimes remains a Temporal Penalty to be undergone As in the caſeof 
the 1/raelites, (Num. 14.) who by Moſes's Prayers obtain'd Pardon for 
their Murmuring, and yet were excluded the Land of Canaan, As in the 
Caſe of David, (2 Sam. 12.) who was puniſh'd in the loſs of. his Child, 
after his ſi was forgiven. Secondly, That there are fome ſins, which of 
their own nature are Light and YVemal, ſuch as cool the fervour of Charity, 
but do not extingiſh it, from which even Holy Men are not exempt, and 
of which it is ſaid, that the Fuf# Mar falls ſeven times, ( Auguſtin, Enchir. 
c, 70. & lib. Buett. Oft.tr. 9.26.) Thirdly, That to all fins, whether 
great or ſmall, ſome Penalty is due to the Juſtice of God ; who as he has 
Atercyto'forgive, has alſo Juſtice to puniſh ; So that as St. Avgyſtine ſays, 
(in Enarr. in Pſal. 50. Whoſoever ſeeks to God for mercy , muſt remember 
that he is-juſt, and that his ſin ſhall not paſs unpuniſhed. Fourthly, That ge- 
nerally ſpeaking, few Men depart out of this life, but either with the 
guilt of ſome light offences and venial ſins, or elſe obnoxious to ſome - 
Temporal Puniſhment due to former ſins forgiven. . From theſe Heads, 
Diſcourſe leads him immediately. to the Neceſſity of ſome Third Place. 
For. fince the Tufinite Goodneſs of God can admit nothing into Heaven, 
which is not clean, -and pure from all fin, both ye and ſmall: And his 
Infinite Fuſtice can Permit none to receive the Keward of Bliſs , who as 
yet are not. out of* debr, but have ſomething in Juſtice to ſuffer : There 
muſt of neceſſity be ſome Place or-State, where. Souls; departing this 
life; pardon'd as to the Erernal Gmilt or. Pain, yet obnoxious to ſome 
Temporal Peralty,. or with the guilt of ſome-venial fanlts, are Purg'd and 
Parify'd before: their Admittance into: Hexvev, And this is what: he is 
taught. concerning Purgatory. Which, thongh he knows not, Where it 
z5., of what nature the Pains are, or-how long each Soul is detained there ? 
yet he. believes , that thoſe, that are in this Place, being the Ziving 
Members of Jeſus Chriſt, are reliev'd by the Prayers of their Fellow-Mem- 
bers here on Earth, and that the Charirable Works perform'd upon their 
Death-bed, and the Alms difpos'd on.in their Zaft Will, are very avail- 
able afterwards in order to-their ſpeedier releaſe. 
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XXIV. OfPraying in an Unknown Tongue. 


HE is counſell d by hisChurch, 
A to be preſent at Sermons, 
but never permitted to hear any 
he is able to underſtand : they 
being all deliver d in an Un- 
known Tongue. He 7s taught 
to Pray , but it muſt be in Latin.

They being pure- 
ly intended for the good Tnſtruttion 
of the. Congregation preſent. He 
is taught to Pray, and always pro- 
vided of ſuch Books of Devotion as 
he is capable of underſtanding; eve- 
ry Nation being well furniſhed with 
ſuch helps, extant in the Language 
proper to the Country. He is com- 
manded to aſſiſt at the Church-Ser- 
vice, and to hear aſs ; and in this 
he is inſtrued, not to underſtand 
the Words, but to know what is done, 
For the Maſs being aSacrifice, where- 
in is daily commemorated theDeath 
and Paſſion of Chriſt,by an Oblatier, 
made by the Prieſt, of the Body and 
Blood of the immaculate Lamb, un- 


 derthe Symbols of Bread andWine, 


according to his own 1»#it«tion: 'tis not the buſineſs of the Congregation 
preſent, toimploy their Ears in attending to the Words, but their Hearts 
in contemplatian of the Divine Myfteries, by raifing up fervent affe&tions 
of Love, Thankſgiving,Compaſſion, Hope, Sorrow for ſins,Refolutions of 

amendment,&c. That thus having their Heart and Intention united with 
the Prieſts, they may be partakers of his Prayers, and of the Sacrifice he is 
then offering ; than,which he believes nothing is more acceptable to God, 
or beneficial to true Believers. And for the raiſing of theſe affeftions in his 
Soul, and filling his Heart with the extaſies of Love and Devotion, he 
thinks in this caſe, there's little need of Words ;.a true Faith, without 
all theſe, is all-ſufficient. Who could but have burſt forth into Tears of

the By-ſtanders, nor ſpake a word ? who would have needed a Sermon to 
have been fill'd with Grief and Compaſſion, if he had ſeen his Saviour ex- 
pos'dto the ſcorn of the Jews, when he was made a bloody ſpeCtacle by 
| Pilate, with, Ecce homo, Lo the Man ? Who could have ſtood cold & ſenſe- 
leſs, upon Mount Calvary, under the Croſs, when his Redeemer was hang- 
ing on it , though he had heard, or not underſtood a word that he ſpoke? 
Does any one think that thoſe Holy Womer,, who follow'd their Lord, in 
theſe ſad Paſſages, and were Witneſſes of his Sufferings, wanted Holy 
AﬀeCtions in their Souls, becauſe he ſppke not ; or were they ſcandaliz'd 
at his ſilence ? Was not their Faith in him that ſuffer'd, by which they be- 
liev'd him to be Chriſt Feſws, true God and Man, laying down his life for 
the Redemption of Man , ſufficient to excite in their Souls all the Paſſions 
due from a ſinful Creature, to his bleeding Redeemer, to his Crucified Fe- 
ſus ? The like Faith alfo is fufficient to fill him with Devotion, when he 
is preſent at the Holy Sacrifice of the Maſs : For believing, that Chriſt is 
there _ preſent before him, under the Species of Bread and Wine, and 
that He that lies upon the Altar, is the Lamb of God that takes away the 
ſins of the World ? What need of more, to quicken in his Soul all the Afe- 
ions of a Devout Lover ? Can he behold his Redeemer before him, and not 
break forth into Love and Thankſgiving ? Can he ſee him, that gives ſight 
to the Blind, health to the Sick, and life to the Dead, and yet ſtand {till 
ſenſeleſs and un-mov'd, without putting any Peritioz to him, without ask- 
ing any thing , for his blind , ſick and ſmful Soul? Can he believe that he 
that gives his life for the World,and died for our ſins,is there before him, 
and not be touch'd with ſorrow and contrition for his Offence ? Can he ſee 
commemorated every doleful paſage of his Saviour's ſufferings, in the ſe- 
veral Mifteries of the aſs, and yet not be fill'd with grief and compaſſion? 
Is flot Fe/s welcom to a devout Soul, although he come in ſilence? 1s not 
the Preſence of Chriſt, a more forcing motive to a Chriſtian, than any Hu- 
mane Words could be? And if he muſt needs have Words , let him behold 
with the eye of Faith the Eaping Wounds of his Redeemer, and ſee if thoſe 
ſpeak, nothing to his Soul? If they do not, 'tis becauſe he wants Faith. It 
nothing therefore concerns his Devorion, that the Maſs is ſaid in Latine - 
If the Church has order'd it thus, ſo to preſerve Unity ; as in Faith , ſo 
in the External Worſhip of God, and to prevent alterations and changes, 
which it would be expos'd to, ifin Yulgar Languages, and other good 
Reaſons ; What's that to him ? He ſhould receive but little advantage, 
ifit were in the Afther Tongue. For beſides, that the greateſt part is faid 
inſo low a voice, that it 1s not poſlible he ſhould hear it ; the Words do not 
belong to him, That's only the Prieſt's Office; and the Obligation is, to ac- 
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company the Prieſt in Prayer, and Spirit, to bea joy-Officer with him, to 
contemplate the 4y/fteries there repreſented, and to excite in his Soul De- 


' votions according to the exigency of every Paſſage : According to the Di- 


rections he finds in his Enghſh Prayer-Books, of which there are extant 
great variety, ſet forth for the help of the 1gnorant ; by. which they are 
taught the meaning of every Part and Ceremony of the 24aſs, and how to 
apply their Devotions accordingly. And if at any time he be preſent at 
other publick, Devorions, as the Church-Offices, the Litanies, ſolemn Thanks- 
givings, Exequies, &c. which are all performed in Latine ; or ſhould fay 
any private Prayers, or ſing any Hymn in the ſame Language, which he un- 
derſtands not ; yet is he taught that this may be done, with great benefit 
to his Soul, and the acceptance of God ; if at theſe occaſions he does but 
endeayour to raiſe his thoughts to Heaven, and fix his heart upon his Ma- 
ker. For that God does not reſpett the Language of the Lips, but of the 
Heart, does not attend the motion of the Tongue, but of the 24nd ; and if 
theſe be but direCted to him in Thanksgiving, in Praiſmg, in Petitioning, in 
Humiliation, in Contrition, and ſuch like ACt, as circumſtance require, he 
need not doubt but that Godaccepts his Prayers and Devotions, It being 
an undeniable thing, that, to ſay Prayers wel/and dewoatly;, *tis not neceſ- 
ſary to have attention on the Words, or on the /exſe of the Prayers ;, But 
rather purely on God : Of theſe three Atrentions, this laſt being approv'd 
by all, as of greateſt perfeCtion, and moſt pleaſing to God. And this he 
can have, whether he underſtands the Words or no. It being very uſual 
and eaſie for a Peririoner to accompany his Petition with an earneſt deſire 
of obtaining his ſuit, though the Langzage in which.it is worded, be un= 
known to him. | | |

And though he muſt not a0 
this by downright Lying, and 
telling Untruths ; for that would 
be a ſin ; yet he may make uſe of 
any indireft ways, ſuch are Dul- 
ſimulation, Equivocations, ad 
Mental Reſervations, azd by 
theſe means draw them into his 
ſaares ; And this without fear-of 
offendingGod who is well pleas'd, 
with theſe kind of pious Crafts, 
allows of theſe Holy cheats. 


E 15 taught,to keep Faith with 
all ſorts of People, of whatſo- 
everJudgemert or Perſwaſion they be, 
whether in Communion with his - 
Church, or no; he is taught to ſtand 
to his Word, and obſerve his Pro- 
714e given, or made to any whatſo- 
ever: and that he cannot cheat or 
cozen, whether by diſſembling, equi- 
vocations,or mental reſervations,with- 
out defiance of his own Conſcience, 
and the violation of God's Law. 
This 1s the Inſtruftion he receives 
from the Pulpir,the Confeſſonary,and 
his Books of DireCtion. The holy 
Francs Sales, in his IntroduCtion to a 
Devout Life, (p. 3: c. 30.) tells him 
plainly, Ler your Talk, be courteous, 
frank, ſincere,plain & faithful, with- 
out aouble dealing, ſubtilty, or diſſem- 
bling: This he is taught to obſerve 
and practice, and that without this, 
tis not poſlible to pleaſe God. In 
the Catechiſm ad Parochos,compil'd 


by order of the Council of Trent, and recommended to all Pariſh-Prieſts 


for the inſtruCtion of the Faithful, he is taught, that by the Eighth Com- 
. mandment he is forbidden all diſſimulation, whether in Word or Need; that 


cum ſcelere conjunita ſunt, to Speak or do otherwiſe than for the intimation 
of what is inthe mind, is abominable - and wicked. That no man ſhall 
bear falſe witneſs againſt his Neighbour, whether he be Friend or Enemy. 
And Pope Innocent XI. ina Decree ifſued forth the Second of arch, An- 


0 1679.has ſtriftly commanded all theFaithful in virtue of his holy Obe- 


dience, and under pain of incurring the Divine Vengeance, that. they ne- 
ver Swear equivocatly,or with any mental reſervation, upon no account or 
pretended convenience whatſoever : And that if any preſume either pub- 
lickly or privately to teach or maintain the Do&trine of Swearing with 
equivocations or mental reſervation,that they ae fatto incurExcommunication 


lateSenteritie, and cannot be abſoly'd by any, but the Pope himſelf,excep- 
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ting at the hour of death. He is taught therefore to ſpeak plainly and - 
ſincerely without. diſſimulation, ' equivocations, mental hr went wn or any 


ſuch-like Artifices, which cannot be but very injurous to all Soczery, and . 


diſpleafing to the Fi:f# Truth. And now if any Avthors in communion with 
his Church, be produced as Patrons of inward-Reſerves, and grand Abet- 
tors of theſe mental Fuggles, let them hold up their hands, and anſwer for 
themſelves : Their Chrrch has declar'd for no ſuch Doctrine, and is no 


more to be charg'd with their extravagant Opinions, than with the unex- 


emplar lives of other her Members, whoſe irregularities are not at all deriv'd 
from theirRe/zg07,but from the neglect of their. own corrupt-inclinations, 
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and giving way to the temptations of. their Enemy. -

This:is-the real caſe of ſuch of 
his Communion, who, on days of Humiliation, while they abſtain from 
Fleſb, yet give ſcandal by their /ntemperateneſs, They havea Command 
of God, by which they are oblig'd on all days to live ſoberly, and to avoid 
all Gluttony and Drunkeneſs ;, and on Faſting-days, (beſides this Command 
of God, they _ have a Church-precept, by which they are bound (if able) 
to eat but oe Heal In a day, and that nor of Fleſh. And now-if ſome are ſo 
inconſiderate and careleſs, as to be ſcrupulouſly obſervant of one of theſe 
Commands, and wholly negligent of the orher ; *tis not becauſe their Re- 
Zigjon teaches them to do ſo, (which deteſts and condemns a!l ſuch ſcanda- 
tons partiality, and complying with their Duty by halves) but becauſe they 
ſhut their ears to all good Inſtruftion, and chuſe rather to follow their 
own corrupt Appetites, than the wholſom Dotrine of their Church,

H*: is of a Religion, in which 


there are no Shiſms or Sepa- 


rations ; all the Members of it (how- 
ever ſpread through the World ) 


agreeing like one man, in every Ar- 
ricle of their Faith, by an equal ſub-'

ſ2end oaes days in Prayer and Contemplation, )isa moſt commendable un-

them, wherein Paſſion and Fury have 
not made great Ad«itions , wherein 
things Duda, arenot inprov'd in- 
to certainties, Suſpicions intoRealznies, 
Fears and Fealouſies, into Subſt antial 
Plots, and down-right Lies; and Re- 
corded Perjuries into Pulpit, nay Goſ- 
pel-Truths, Yet really thinks, that 
there has been Men of his Profeſſion 
of every rank and degree, Learned 
and unlearned, high and low,'Secu- 
lar and Eccleſiaſtical,that havebeen 
ſcandalous in their Lives; wicked 
in their Deſigns, without the fear 
of God in their Hearts, or care of 
their own Salvation.But what then? 
Is the wholeChurch tobe condemn'd 
for the vicious Lives of ſome of her 
Profeſſors; and her Do&rine to ſtand 
guilty of as many Villanies as thoſe 
commit. who neglect to follow it ?

And the Religion of 
Theodofius be mark'd out for Atheiſm, becauſe, by his Order, ſeven Thou- 
ſand Theſalonions,were treacherouſly Maſſacred in three hours ſpace, with- 
our diſtinction of Sex or Age,or the Innocent from-the Gulty. A confident 
Undertaker would find no difficulty in proving of this ; eſpecially if he 
had but the Gift of exaggerating ſome things, o—— others; , of 
finding Authorities and Texts for every idle Story, 0 
vagant Opinions of every ſigle Author, upon the Religion they profeſs, 
of raking together all the Wickneſs , Cruelties, Treacheries,. Plots, 
Conſpiracies, at any time committed, by any ambitious Deſperado's,or 
wicked Villains :- And then poſitively aſſerting, that what theſe did, was 
according to the Do#trine of that Church of which they were Members ; 
and that the true meaſures of the Sar#iry and Goodneſs of the Church in 
whoſe Communion theſe Men were, may be juſtly taken from the Beha- 
viour of ſuch Offenders. But certainly no Man of Reaſon and Conſcience 
can-allow of ſuch Proceedings. No ſober Man would ever go to Tybourr,

andWherſtones-Park,, to know what 1s the Religion profeſſed in England 


according to Law ; Nor would look into the Sinks, Jakes, Dung-hills, 
Common-Shores about Town, from ſuch a Proſpect to give a true De- 
ſcription-of the City, Why therefore ſhould the CharaCter of the Church 
of Rome and. her Do&trine be taken only from the. looſe Behaviour and 
wicked Crimes of ſuch, who, (tho' in Communion with her,)yet. live not 
according to her Dire&ion ? She teaches Holineſs of Life, Mercy to the 
Poor, Loyalty and Obedience to Princes, and the neceſlity of keep- 
ing the Commandments, (witneſs the many Books of Devotion and Dire- 
Qions,made Erghſh for publick benefit;written originally by Papfts,YJand 
great munibets there are (God be prais'd who practice this in theirLives. 
And-tiow if there be many alſo, who ſtop their Ears to good Inſtruttion, 
and following the Suggeſtion of their own ungovern'd appetites,of pride, 
Ambition, Covetouſneſs, Luxury, &c. ſo lay aſide all concern of Salva- 
tion, and become unchriſtian both to God and their Neighbour, that they 
area ſhame to their Profeſſion : Why ſhould the Church be repreſented 
according tothe Wickedneſs of thoſe that neglect her Do&#rize ;- and not 
rather. by the piety and Ekemplar lives of ſuch as follow-it.? Is not this 
to deal by her, (if we may uſe ſuch a Compariſon) as 'tis generally done 
by the Sign of St. Dunſtan, near Temple-Bar, (on which, tho' the Saint be 
drawn almoſt to the full proportion, and there's no more of the Devil on 
it, beſides the reaching towards him with a pair of Torgs;) yet "tis de- 
{crib'd only by the name of the Devil-Tavern, without the leaſt mention 
of the Saint ? And is not this parriality unjuſt, and theſe picce-meal De-

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feriptions unreaſanable? Ler the CaraGer of the Church be given ac- 
cording to what ſhe teaches,and not according tothe Writings of every 
poſitive Opiniator, and the Prafices of every wicked Liver, and then 
there's no fear of its coming out fo #g/y and deforms'd, Neither let any 
one pretend to demonſtrate the Eaith and Principles of the Papifts, by- 
the Works of every Divize in that Communion; or by the Afions of eve- 
Ty Biſhop, Cardinal,or Pope ; For they extend not their Faith beyond the 
Declaration of General-Councils : And ſtanding faſt ro theſe, they yer 
own, that many of their Writers are too looſe in their Opinions, thatall 
Biſhops and Cardinalsare not fo edifyingas becomes their State; and thar 
Popes may have their failing too. A Pope 1s a Temporal Prince, keeps 
a Court, has variety ofOfficers about him, And if he has Flatterers,and 
A1'ſ-informers too, 'tis nothing but what all Princes are ſenſible of, bur 
cannot remedy. And hence he doubts not, but 'tis poſſible.chat he may 
be engag'd in unlawful undertakimgs, and invite others to the like. And 
are not all other Princes fubje& to this too? Bur what then ? Theſe 


| Actions of Popes concern not the Faith of thoſe who are in Communion 


with them ; they may throw a ſcandal indeed upon the Religion , but 
they can never alter its Creed. But what need any other return to the 
numerous Clamours.made daily againſt the wickedneſs of the Papiſts? 
'Tis a ſufficient vindication of their Chief Paſtors and Prieſts, (to uſe 
the words of a Perſon of Quality) that among two hundred and fifty, 
that have now Succeſſively born that Charge, there are not above ten 
or twelve, againſt whom, their moſt malicious Adverfaries can find oc- 
caſion of ſpitting their Venom z- and that a Challenge, may be made to 
the whole World, to ſhew bur the fifth part of fo many Succeſſive Go- 
vernonrs, ſince the Creation, of which there have not been far more 
that have abas'd their Power. And as for their Flock and People owning 
this Anthority, tis true, many wicked things have been done by ſome 
of them ; and too many, like Libertines, negleCt the care of their Souls: 
But however the Gezerality of them live like Chriftians ; few come: to 
them, but with their Re/zg:o0n they change alſo their 2anners for the 
better ; Few deſert them, but ſuch who ſeem to be fall'n out with all 
Chriſtianity ; And whoſoever will look into any of our Neighbouring 
Popiſh Towns, as Paris, Antwerp, Gamnt, &c, will find in any one of 
them, more Praying, more'Fefting, more receiving the Sacrament, more

ned ; that-the Diſciples of Chriſirare no. leſs Favourites.of Heaven, than 
thoſe of Moſes.z and that the New-Law may: be very well allow'd to be as 
Glorious and as particularly.privitedg'd as the Q!d; eſpecially fince Chriſt 
promiſed that his Apoſtles ſhould do greater Miracles than ever He bimfelf had 


done.. And what if ſome A4iracles (recounted by Authors, ) are ſo wonder- -

che Deoaching thc g0/pel and Adm» 
niſtration of the Sacraments, have 
a particular reſpeCt due to them; a- 
bove the Laity: As Churches Dedi- 
cated to God, are otherwiſe to be 
look'd on,than other dweling Houſes; 
So likewiſe theſe other Creatures, 
which are particularly deputed by 
the Prayers & Bleſling of the Prieſ#, 
to certain uſes for God's ownGlory, 
and the Spiritual & corporal good 
of Chriſtians, ought to be reſpected 
in a degree above other things. And 
what ſuperſtitzons in the uſe of them? 
Has not God himſelf preſcrib'd ſuch 
in-animate things, and Holy Men 
made uſe of them, for an intent a- 
bove their natural Power ; and this 
without any Superſtition?

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Ing the eyes of the Blind; or in the Apoſtles to impoſe hands for the bring- 
ing down the Holy Ghoſt upon Chriſtians ; or to make uſe of Oy/ for the 
curing of the Sick ? Hark. 13. And tho' there be no expreſs Command 
in Scripture, for Bleſſing Water,Bread,&c. yet there is this aſſurance, that 
every Creature'ss ſanttified by the Word of God and Prayer, 1 Tim. 4.5. and 
frequent Promiſes, That God would hear the Prayers of the Faithful; Why 
therefore ſhould he doubt, but that theſe Creatures, on which the Bleſſing 
of God is ſolemnly implor'd by the Word of God, and the Prayers of the 
Prieſt and People, for their ſantification,are really ſanified, according to 
the aſſurance of he Apoſtle, and the Promiſes of God ? St. Cyril of Feruſa- 
lem, who liv d inthe Third Century, made no queſtion, but that, as thoſe 


* things, which are offer'd to Idols, tho' pyre in their own nature, are made 
Impure by the Hvocationof Deyils: So on the contrary,ſimple Water is made 
 Holy,and gets a Santtiry,by. virtue receiv'd from the Invocation of the Ho- 


ly Ghoſt,Chriſt our Locd;and his eternal Father, (Cyr. Catech. 3.) St. =

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guſtine was of the ſame Judgement, touching the Bened:&:on of Breaa, 
affirming, that the Bread which the Catechumens did take, tho? it was 
not Chriſi*s Body, yet it was Holy; Yes, and more. Holy than the:Meat 
wherewith we are nouriſh'd, (A4ng. Toms. 7. 1. 2. de Peec, Mev. & Renuiſ, 
c, 26.) The like is tobe ſeen in the Epiſtle of ' St. Alexander, who gon 


vern'd the Chxrch but fifty years after St, Peter ; where he declares the: 


Cuſtom even at that time of bleſſing Water, and confirms the Practiſe of 
it by his Command. And that Water.thus 6/eſs'd, was capable by virtue 
receiv'd from-Heaven, of working effe(ts above its own Nature, was. 


the Sentiment of Chriſtians in the Primitive times, Epiphexins makes

Theodoret, has the like Nar-- 


ration of the Devil hindring fire from burning, and how that he was 


chaced away, and the Charm diſſolv'd by bleſſed Water being thrown on 


It, (66. 5. Ecclef, hiſt. c. 21, ) And does not St, Hierom {in vit. Hilarion, 
p. 323. Paris print.) make this relation, how that /calicus took Water: 
from bleſſed H:/arion, and caſt it on-his bewitched Horſes, on his Cha. 


riot, and the Barriers from whence he us'd torun, and that the Charm 


or Witchery did ceaſe upon the ſprinkling this Water, ſo thatall cryed 


out Marnazs vittis eſt a Chriſto ; Chriſt hath conquered Marnas,(the Idol.) 


And now, there's no jeering and Riaonling theſe things, will ever make

Salamanca, Boloign, &Cc. and confi- 
der d their laborious Studies, in 
Philoſophy, ' Divinity, Hiſtory, the 
Fathers, Comncils, Scripture, 8c. 


.and beſides the Students here, has 


ſeen how many thouſands there 


-are in Religions Howſes, who, free 


from the diſturbances of the Word, 
make Virtue and Learning the bu- 
ſineſs of their whole Life? will ever 
lay Ignorance to the charge of the 
Papiſts; but muſt in Juſtice confeſs, 
that amongſt them,are to be found 
as many, and as great Scholars, as 


amongſt any People or Societies in the world. And tho' the Y#lger and 
common ſort, of that Profeſſicn, underſtand not Latine, yet are not they 
train'd up in /gnorance of their Religion, nor led along in blindneſs ; bur

Miſery of their Faith, and all the Offices and Cerewonies perform'd in 


the Charch ; that they muſt be very negligent, or elſe very meanly par-. 


ted, who do not arrive to a ſufficient knowledge of their Obligation in 
every repect. And whoſoever has ſeen the great pains and care ſome 
Good Men take abroad,[n Explicating (on Sondays and Holy-days in their 
Churches, and on Week-days in the Streets, ) theChriſtian Doftrine to the 


_crowds of the ignorant and meaner ſort of people , not omitting to re- 
ward ſuchas anſwer well, with ſome ſmall gifts, to encourage Youth, 


and

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"and provoke them to'a commendable emulation ; will never ſay , thac 
the Papiſts keep the poor people in 7gnzorance, and hide from them their 
Religion; but rather that they uſe all means for inſtructing the Igzorant, 
& omit nothing chat can any ways conduce to the breeding up of Youth, 
in the knowledge of their Faith, and letting them ſee into the Religion 
they are to profeſs. Neither does it ſeem to him, even ſo much as pro- 
bable, that if the Church-Offices and Service, &c. were perform'd in the 
'Valgar-Tongue,that upon this the now-/gnorant & blindled people, would 
immediately diſcover ſ@ many idle Superſtitions, ſenſleſs Devotions, and 
groſs Errors, that they would in great numbers upon the ſight become 
deſerters of that Communion, in which now they are profeſs'd Members, 
For ſince there is nothing done but ina Language, which the Learned, 
Judicious and Leading Men of all Nations do every where underſtand, 
and yet theſe eſpy no ſuch Ridicwloſir:es , which fright them fram their 
Faith; but notwithſtanding the ſecing all through and through,they yet 


' admire all for ſo/id, holy and Apoſtolical, and remain ſtedfaſt in their Pro- 


feſſion : how can it be imagin'd , that the Vulgar, weak and unlearned 
ſort, (did they but underſtandall as well as they) would efpy any ſuch 
Errors and Superſtitions, which theſe others, withall cheir Learning and 
Judgement cannot diſcover? No, he thinks there's no reaſon to fear, 
'that what paſſes. the Teſt among the Wiſe and Learzed,can be grounded- 
ly callF'd in queſtion by the Mnltitnde.

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ſing that Article of our Faith, in which we believe the Reſurreftion of the 
Dead, ſach the Archonticks, condemn'd likewiſe for denying the zeceſſity of 
Baptiſm: Such Tatianus, &c, for Preaching Marriage to be unlawful, Such. 
the Aillenarions, for maintaining a thouſand years Reign of Chriſt upon 
Earth, with his Saints in ſenſual pleaſures. And fo in all Ages others were 
condemn'd upon the like account. It-having been always, a receceiy'd Cu- 
ſtom, even in the pureſt time of the Goſpel, for the Elders and Prelates, to 
whoſe charge Chriſt committed the care of his Flock, to oppoſe all thoſe 
that by new Doctrine, or by making Schiſ-ms and Diviſions, did diſturb its 
Deace ; and not to permit any that by ſuch like means did endeayour to 
Seo, his Unity, ſo much deſir'd and recommended by the Apoſtles. So- 
that they were equally declar'd Enemies of Chriſtianity, who denyed 
Chriſt ; and they, who confeſlſing Chriſt, did yet contradiCt and reject 
any part.of his Doctrine. And this upon the Principle, that Chriſtian 
Faith ought to be entire. For that every Article, Myſtery and Point of it 
being deliver'd by the ſame hands, and recommended by the ſame Autho- 
rity ; whoſdever did oppoſe any onepoint of it, was immediately judg'd 
guilty of all, in diſcrediting the Athority, on which the whole ſtood e- 
qually grounded. And this 15 that great "Truth proclaim'd above thirteen. 
hundred years ago, and now every where read in St Athanaſins's Creed, 
Whoſoever will be ſaved, before all things, 1t ts —_—y that he hold the Ca- 
thack Faith. Which. Faith, except every one do keep whole and undefiled ; with- 
out doubt, he ſhall periſh everlaſtingly. By which words was made known to 
the Chriſtian World, the Senſe and Doftrine of the then pure and unſpot- 
ted Church,as receiv'd from Chriſt and his Apoſtles. That it is in vain for 
any oneto hope for Salvation, unleſs he firſt believe the Catholick, Faith ; 
and that whoſoever does not believe r whole and undefiled, ſhall certainly 
periſh everlaſtingly. Which isaDoctrine like that deliver'd by theApoſtle. 
concerning the obſervance of the Laws of God ;' that as whoſoever fails ir: 
One. is made guilty of all; ſoalſo, whoſoever disbelieves one Article of the 
Catholick, Faith, does in a manner disbelieye alt. There being no more 


- hopes of Salyation for' one that denies obſtinately any one point of the 
Catholick Faith, though he believes all the reſt ; than there is for one, 


who. keeps Vine of the Commanaments, with the breach of the Terth.- An + 
obſtinate oppoſition againſt one point of Faith, and a ſin againſt one 
Commandment being as certainly damnable, as if 'twere againſt al..

others, to the conſummation of things: he does not doubt, but as in the A- 
oltles time, ſo alſo ever ſince, & at preſent,God addeth to this Church daily 
ſuch as ſhall be ſaved, Afs 2. 4.7.) there being no entire Faith neceſlary to 
Salvation,to be found out of this Church; and no poſlibility, as Sf. Cypriar 
fays, that God ſhall be a Farher to any, who own not th Church for his 
Mother. But now, where and which this Church 1s,and what Society of Men 
are Members of it,among ſuch variety of Pretenders ; tho' it may ſeem a 
great difficulty to ſome to diſtinguiſh; yet to him it 1s none atall; for ſince 
there is no other Church; beſides the Komarn Catholick, which' has had a 
continued and viſible Succeſſion of Biſhops and Paſtors in all Ages ſince 
the Apoſtles; no other that has converted Infidel Nations to.Chriſtianity: 
no other that has always preſerv'd Peace & Unity amongſt its Members, 
all of them ſpeaking the ſame thing, and being perfettly join'd: together 
in the ſame mind, and the ſame judgment ; no other that by afſembling 
the Elders and Prelates, has oppos'd in-all ages Hereſies and Schiſms; and 
condemn'd all thoſe , 'who' not ſparing the Flock, have ſpoken perverſe 
things, endeavouring to draw away diſciples after them, no other, that 
has,in obedico1ce to the command of Chriſt, ſendApoſtles amongſt Infidels 
and Unbelievers, for the preaching to them the Goſpel, and inſtrufting 
them in Chriſtianity,and by this way, without Arms,.or Blood, have ſpread: 
their Faith throughout the World : No other, that by evident and undeni- 
able Miracles, have prov'd the truth:of her Doftrin: No other. but what has 
begun by /eparation,whoſe firft Preachers havegore out. from this; the time 
of their firſt Preaching, aud ſhewing themſelvos to the, World, -being 
upon Record, and their new Doctrine conſur'd and condemn'd: by that 
Church, from whence they ſeparated.

teading to all-confuſion and nnchriſtian.contentions,vie.. That the Higher 
Powers our'Superiors, Paſtors and Prelates,are not to be obey'd;but only 
in fuch:things as are'expreſs'd in Scripture; and as for any other particu- 
ters, whoſoever upon.examination; cannot find what is commanded'by 
themin Holy Writ ; may lawfully refuſe ſubmiſſion ; nay he is oblig'd to 
reſiſt. For however this ſeems to bear much of the Word of God in-the 
face of it, yet certainly 'tis wholly deſtructive toit ; and under pretence - 
.of adhering cloſe tothe Scripture,undermines the very Author of it. This 
thePrimitive Chriſtians underſtood ſowell, that they- deteſted all ſuch 
Maxims, & following.the-Advice of the Apoſtle;choſe rather to truſt their 
Souls:inthe hands at thoſe, whom Gad has plac'd overthem,by.an humble 
Submiſſion tothe Government, and.a peaceable Obedience to their De- 


crees; thanby a preſumptuous queſtioning of every thing and raiſing vain 


diſputes, to:take the Rule of the Flock out of the hands of thoſe, to whom 
God had:providentially.deliver'd.it.,and place themſelves Judges over the 


'Church , their Elders-Prelates and Paſtors, whomGod had commanged 


them to hear,and bein Subjection to. So that we.never read, that they.ever 


pretended:to weigh the Ordinances: of their Superiors by their own rea- 


Toning, or'to-bring them to the Teſt. of the Word of God, before the ac- 
ceptance; but alway judg'd'it conform to the Word of God, that their Gs- 


-yernovrs ſhould Rule,and they;Obey: Thus when the Apoſtles obſerv'd the 


Santlay inſtead of the, Sabbath and met together at Pertecoſt;we —— | 
| that” 
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Chat the Fatthful then began to turn over their Bzb/es, to find a Command 
for theſe particulars,out with a prompt Obedience readily followed them 
In the obſervance. So when abſtinence from Blood and Strangled Meats, 
was order'd by the Elders aſſembled at Fernuſalem; Atts 15. the-multitude 
of Believers having.heard the Decree, never murmer'd at it, or call'd it 
intoqueſtion, however ſeemingly contrary to the intention of Chriſt, who 
in abrogating theLaw of Adoſes,was thought to have cut off all theſe Obli- 
gations; but they all rejoyced for the Conſolation, ib. v., 31. So when St. Paul 
gave orders to the Cormthians, 1 Cor. 11. in what manner and poſture, 
they were to behave themfelves at prayers in their Aſſemblies, both Men 
and Women ; we don't hear, that he was challeng'd by any, to ſhew by 
what Authority of Scripture he thus reprov'd & preſcrib'd in theſe parti- 
culars,or by what they were oblig'd to receive his preſcriptions; but with 
a prompt ſubmiſſion accepted his Orders, not doubting, but ſince it was 
God's'Will to place Rulers & Governours over them,it muſt be God's Will 
that they ſhould be obedient to them, in following their Decrees, and ob- 
ſerving their Conſtitutions. And with this Doctrine of Obedience, Hu- 
mility & Submiſſion, all the Primitive Chriſtians were train'd up by the A- 
poſtles,who zealoufly labour'd by this means, to preſerve them 1n peace & 
Unity;that ſo they might think all the ſame thing, & be of one mind & one 
jadgment,& without Diviſtons: inſomuch, that there is not any one thing 
Þo often repeated in theirWritings,asExortations to this Obedience&Sub- 
miſſion-:See, how,going throxgh the cities,they deliver'd to them (theFaithful) 
the decrees for to kgep,that were ordain'd by the Apoſtles andElders which were at 
Jeruſalem, As 16. 4. See how St. Paul commands the Theſſalonians,to hold 
faſt the Traditions,they had been taught by word, or by Epiſtte, 2 Thell. 2. 15. 
See how he commands the Hebrews ; Obey them, that have the rule over you. 
Remeniber them, which have the rule over you, Heb. 13. 7. 17. See with what 
earneſtneſs St. John urges this; 'He that kyowes God hears us, he that us not 
of God hears us not, 1 Joh. 4.. 6. hereby, know we the ſpirit of truth, and the 
Jpiri, of erronr, And then again, does not St. Paul commend the Corinthians 
or their Obedience: Now, I praiſe you;Brethren, that you remember me in all 
things,& keep theOrdinances,as 1 deliver d them to you,x Cor.11. 2. And then, 
having given them direCtions as to their behaviour in their Aſſemblies, he 
adds; But if any maneem to be contentions, We have no ſuch cuſtom. either the 
Churches of God: 1 Cor.11.16.And now it being thus evident, that theChurch 
of Chriſt in the Apoſtle time was founded, and preſerv'd by a Submiſſion 
and Obedience ofihe Flock to their Paſtors;the Papiſts teach and helieve; 
that, what was taught & commanded by the Apoſtles to the. Faithful then 
living,ought to bereceiv'd,as a DoCtrin neceſſary for all ſucceeding Ages, 
and that Submiſſion and Obedience ought to have been as much the Dury 


_ of Eelievers,ever ſince,as it was then; the Commands and Practice of that 


\ __ time 
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. time, being undoubtedly the beſt,and only Pattern for the Faithful for all 


times, even to the end of the World. And they do not only teach this 
Doctrine of Submiſſion in their Books and Sermons, but alſo obſerve it in 
their Lives, having in all Ages depended on their Elders and Prelates in 
all matters touching the Diſcipline and Government of the Church ; lea- 
ving Rule to thoſe, whoſe Charge and Office it is to Kulez and never be- 
lieving, that they,who are under Charge and Command exprelly by Saint 
Paul,to Remember and Obey thoſe who have the Rule over them, can (upon 
any pretence whatfoever,nay,tho'an Angel-fromHeaven ſhould come and 
Preach otherwiſe,) be diſcharg'd from his Chriſtian Obligation, and be 
exempted from Remembring and Obeying, whom thus by God, ſpeaking by 
his Apoſtle, they are commanded to Remember and Obey. And upon this 
ground it is, that in things concerning the Order to beobſervd in the Di- 
vine Service, in all Ceremonies, Holy Rites, Eccleſiaſtical Eonſtitutions,and Or- 
ainances, they have neither Nillnor Will of their own ; but always receive, 
and think that the beſt, which is Order'd and Appointed by thoſe, to 
whom, by Divine Law,they owe this Submiſſion & Obedience,ard to whom 
the Ordering and Appointing theſe things, appertains. And therefore, if 
theſe appoint a Day of Humiliation, for imploring God's Mercy,or aver- 
ting his Judgements, they never ſcruple to obſerve it z ifa day of Thanks- 

zving in memory of ſome ſignal Benefit, they likewiſe Obey. If theſe judge 
it fit, that on every Friday ſhould he commemorated the Death and Paſ- 
ſion of our Redeenyer in Faſting ; and command Lent to be obſervd, in 
remembrance and imitation of our Lord's forty days Faſt in the Defart, 


| they think it theirobligation to do ſo. If theſe order ſuch and ſuch days 


to be ſet apart, and kept holy in Remembrance and Thankſgiving for the 
Incarnation, Nativity, Circumciſion, Reſurrettjon, and Aſcenſion of Chri#, 
and for other ſuch-like intentions, they eſteem it ſinful to oppoſe it. If 
theſe judge it decent that the Faithful ſhould bow at the Name of Jeſs 

ſtand at the reading of the Goſpel, proſtrate, or incline themſelves at the 
Confeſſion. If they appoint Tapers and Lamps to be uſed in Churches, to 
repreſent our Saviour, who came toenlighten the World ; and ſence to 
be uſed, to mind the people,that their Hearts and Prayers,ſhould,like the 
Smoak, aſcend directly toward Heaven : If in the Adminiſtration of the 
Sacraments, in Exarciſms, in the Offices, andthe Celebration of the 24aſs, 


- theſedetermine ſeveral Rites and Ceremonies to be obſery'd, for more De- 
. cency, greater Solemmty, and that by ſuch exteriour helps; the minds of 


the Faithful may be movd to the contemplation of the Sacred: Myſtery, 
and rais'd more ſenſibly to the apprehention of the Majeſty of God, in 
whoſe Honour all is perform'd ; they look upon themſelves bound to al- 
low and embrace all theſe things without reluctance or Oppolition:; al- 

K ways 
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ways thinking, that to be moſt proper, which is inſtituted by fuch, who- 
have the Rule over them. And it any endeavour to raiſe Diſputes, and be 
contentious concerning the Neceſsity of theſe Inſtitutions,they have _— 
Cuſtom, neither the Churches of God. One thing they know to be neceſlary,. 
that is, that they ſhould be Obeatent ;, and that in the Service of God, they 
muſt not honour him as the Fews did, 1/a. 58. 13. by doing thetr own ways, 
finding their own pleaſure, and ſpeaking their own words ; but as Chriſtians 
are Commanded, in a true Self-denyal, a ſincere Humility and Obedience, 
ſubmitting to thofe whom God has left to rule and govern the Flock, 
Neither is there any danger of falling back into the Jewiſh Law, by ap-. 
proving the allow'd Ceremonies of the Church ; it being certain, that in, 
the Abrogation of the Old Law.all Ceremonies were not at the ſame time 
extinCt : But only fuch as were meer Types and Figmres of things to come 
in the New Law, which are now fulfill'd : Whilſt others, (fit for the rai- 
ſing Devotion, and expreſſing the affzCtions of the Soul, and other ſuch 
ends,,) are ſtill commendably retain'd as lawful,& equally neceſſary now.. 
as heretofore : ſich are, Knceling, Faſting, lifting Hands and Eyes to Hea- 
ven, Sighing, knocking the Breaft, days of Humiliation, Thanksgiving, Watch-- 
ing, Hair-cloth, Singing, Impoſu ons of Hands, Benediftzons, uſmg Oyl,Spittle, 
Breathing, &e. all which are as lawful, convenient and neceſſary for Chri- 
ftians, as they were for Fews; and no more to be neglected, becauſe they 
were us d in the Old Law, than praying,meeting, Reading the Law, Sing- 
ing Pſalms, Humility,and Obedience, &e. are to be laid by,and diſown'd 
by Chriſtians, becauſe they were obſerved by the Jews. Eſpecially, ſince 
theſe, with many others, have been recommended to us by the practice of 
Chrift and his Apoſtles, and of all Primitive Chriſtianity. Neither has the 
uſe of Foly. Ceremonies been wholly diſ-approved by thoſe of the Refor- 
mation: Fhe Ergliſh Profeſsion of Faith, publiſh'd in the year 1 562. allows 
them in the 34th Article. The Bohemick Confeſsion in the 15th Article, 
Armno.1537.: The Auguſtine, Tit. de Mifſ. Anno 1530. as it was penn'd by 
Afelantthon; So that ſince Ceremonies are generally look'd on-as commen- 
dable and lawful amongſt Chriſtians the Papiſts judge it proper to thoſe 
who have the Rule, to.Order and Diſpoſe of them , and declare to the 
Flock, how, when, and where they are to be obſerved. And if they who go-- 
vern, judge fit tooblige the Faithful to the obſervance of any in particu-- 
lar, they teach that 1t is the Duty of the Flock, to Obey.. Things indif- 
ferent, after ſuch Commands, being no longer of choice but neceſſary ; and 
no leſs obl3gmng, than the Commands of a Father to his Child ; where, in 
caſe the thing be not apparently fu, *tis no perſwaſion of the thing be- 
ing ſuperfluous, can excuſean obſtinate denyal from Di/obedience. It being. 
more fate and Chriſtian-like, for all that are under any Government, whe-- 


ther 
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ther Natural, Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, to perform and comply with ſach 
things, as they judge in their own private Sentiments, Vneceſſary,meerly 
upon the account. of being Commarded, than upon ſuch cunſiderations, 
to diſturb the order of Government, and fly in the Face of Lawful Autho- 
rity - than which nothing is more oppoſite to the Principles of Chriſtia- 
nity ; and deſtruftive of all Humane Society. And upon theſe grounds it 
is, that the mw founding themſelves upon the ſure foundation of Hu- 
mility and Obedience, have in all Ages acknowledged Overſeers and Rulers 
over them to match and feed the Flock,, to whom God hath given Power , 
there being no Power but of God, and whoſoever refiſteth the Power, reſiſteth 
the Ordinance of God,and they that reſiſt, ſhall receive to themſelves damnation, 
Rom.

rations,.to cry out, Novelties, Novelties, Novelties, to fright the people 
with themoile of new £0in d'Articles,and-that the inventions of Men were 
. impes'd on them;for Fith,Yet 'its evident, that theſe New Declarations 
contain'd nothing but the Antient Faith;z and that there had never been 
any.ſuch Declarations made, had not the Dottrine propos'd in them, be- 
ing oppos'd and contradicted by ſome.ſeducing Spirits, who going out 
from the Floek;cndeavour'd by makingDivifions,todraw numbers after 
them. So that the yew Propoſal of a Tenet, is but a fa[aciows proofof the 
DoRriac being lately invented, but a geen Argument of its being lately op>

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po#4. *Tis certain from Scripture, AF. 15. thatthe Apoſtles had never de- 


clar'd the nor-neceſſity ofCircumciſion,had not certain men come down from 
Fudea and taught the Brethren the contrary. And that the Conſubſtantiali- 
ry of the Son, had never been deftn'd by the Nicene Fathers,had not Arine, . 
with his Followers, oþpos'd this Catholick, Dofrine, And as certain It is, 
that the Council of Trent had been altogether ſilent as to Tranſubſtantiation, 
Praying to Saints, Purgatory, &c, had not Luther, Calvin, and their Diict- 
ples,(once profeſſors of this Doctrine) gore our from the Flock, and upon 
the preſumption of a New Light , endeavour'd to perſwade the Faithful, 
that theſe Tenets , then beliey'd-by the whole Chriſtian World, were no 
longer to be own'd, ' but to-be quite thrown by, as Anrtichriſtian and Dia- 
bolical. Twas this oblig'd the Paffors to watch and take care of the Flock; - 
and therefore not flying away,as the Hireling does, when the Wolf catches, 
and ſcattereth the Sheep, they aſſembled together in a Boly , and declar'd 
to al] under their charge, that they ought not to follow ſtrangers ; that 
howſoever theſe came pretending to the Shepherd's woice ; yet lince they 
came not by the doreinto rhe Sheepfold , but climbing up ſome other way, they 
were no Shepherds, but Thieves and Robbers ;, ſuch whoſe buſineſs was not to - 
feed, but to ſteal, kill and deſtroy. "Twas this made them encourage all 
under their care, not to waver ; but to ſtand faſt, and hold the profeſſion 
of their Faith, and notwithſtanding all pretences, by no means to ſuffer. 
themſelves to-be deluded, and-le& away-with ſtrange Dottrine - and that 
they might the better ſecure them from falling into Erroxrs, they gave 
them a Draught of their Chriſtian Dottrine ; eſpecially of all thoſe points, 
which theſe modern ſelf-commſſionated Apoſtles did. preach againſt, and en- 
deavour to undermine; particularly declaring to them the Faith they had 
been bred up in, which they had receiy'd from their Forefathers,and been 
deriv'd'even from the Apoſtles. Securing tim, that whatfoever was con- 
trary to this, was Novelty and Error. Arid now' in the Paſtors declaring 
this to be Faithful, where was the Innovation ? The Council did nothing; 
but propoſe fully and explicately, what, (before their meeting,) was the 
Dottrine of all Chriftendom,and had been ſo amongſt the PrimitiveFathers.” 
"F'was they made [ovation, who preach'd contrary to the Doctrine thus 
believ'd and receiv'd 4 which Luther was not:aſham'd to own himſelfguil- 
ty of: plainly acknowledging, that He ſeparated from the whole World. 

But 1t ſeems that the whole World was then corrupted,and the Religi- 
on then every where profeſs'd, was overgrown with Superſtitions, Errors 
and Abominations ; ſuch as had crept into the Church, ſome five Hundred 
Years before, ſome nine Hindred, and ſome a Thouſand ;and *twas from 
theſe Luther ſeparated, interiding to Reform Chriſtianity, and bring it to- 
the prrity of the Primitive times, of the firſt three Hundred Years: - And: 

was 
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was it not very ſtrange now,that ſo many groſs Foeleries,idle Superſtitions, 
and even down-right /dolatry, ſhould creep into a Church, and ſpreading 
it ſelf through all Nations,infect the wholeWorld, becoming the publick 

profeſſion of Chriſtendom for ſo many hundred years, and be confirm'd 
and eſtabliſhed by the Laws of every Kingdom ; and that no body ſhould 
take notice of any ſuch thing, either at its fir{t Riſe, or in all its progreſs 
_ of ſo many years: Inſomuch, that had not Zzther made the Diſcovery,” tis 
likely we ſhould never have come to the knowledge of theſe Thouſand 

years Errors and Corruptions.:: No thinking Man certainly, but judges it 

impoſlible, that the very Fundamentals of Chriſtianity ſhould be ſhaken,and 

the Religion planted by the Apoſtles turned into /dolatry ; and yet that 

no Learned Man ſhould any where appear to contradict theſe Aboming- 

tions, no Zealous Paſtors to withſtand them, no pious Prizces to oppoſe 

-them : Hiſtory ſufficiently ſatisfies any curious Reader,that from the firſt 
planting of the Church, there has been in no Age, any Man yet that has 

Preach'd any Heterodox and Erroneous Tenets, and by introducing Novel- 

ties, has-endeavour'd to infeCt the minds of the Faithful with Hereſie and 
Superſtition, but immediately have itood up Virtuous and Learned Men, 
in defence of the Truth, in their Writings and Sermons publickly con- 
futing and condemning the Errovrs, and giving an Alarm to the World, 
to beware of ſuch Deceivers, and their wicked Doftrine ;, and withal, ne- 
ver omitting, to Record their Names to Poſterity ; with an account of 
the Year when they began to Preach, under what Emperoxrs.and what was 
the occaſion of their Revolt. Was not all this,and even more done againſt 
Arins? How many appear'd againſt the Manichees? How many againſt 
the Donatiſts? ag the Novatians, againit the Macedonians, the Neſto- 
rians, the Emtychians, the Pelagians, the Berengarians, &c. So that never 
any thing has made {9 much noiſe in the World, ſo many commotions, 
ſo many diſturbances ; nothing has been ſo impoſſible to beccarry'd on 
with —_ and filence, as the broaching any new Hereſie, the making. a 
Schiſm, the alteration of Religion, the itarting up of ſome new Society and 
Pretenders to Reformation. What Tumnlts did all the fore-mentioned 
Apoſtles vaiſe,diſturb'd at the DoCtrine of Mahomet, and the crying upthe 
Alcoran ? What ſtirs and commotions at the Reformation of Church and 
Faith, pretended by Luther, Zwinglins and Calvin? How then can it be 
judg'd in the leaſt probable, that great variety of erroneousT eners.and An- 
tichriſtianDottrine ſhould be introduc'd by thePaps/ts,contrary to the ſenſe 
and belief. of all Chriſtianity, either in the;fourth, fifth, Gth, or tenth 
Century: and yet-that there ſhould not be the leaſt diſturbance occaſion'd 
by it, no tumults or oppoſitions , but all done with fo mach quietneſs 
in ſuch a profound Peace and Silence, that had it not been. for the News 
brought 
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hundred, oreven one hundred: years, and yet no one in this On, 
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drought ſome Ages after, we had never ſuſpefted the Alteration? And 


- is this poſlible ; Is it poſſible, that the whole Chriſtian World ſhould 


change their Religion, bothas to the Internal Belief, and External Profeſſion 
and Exerciſe of it ; and no body be ſenſible of the change, ſo as to with- 
ſtand the Abomination, or to tranſmit to Poſterity,, even ſo much as the 
leaſt Word of its beginning or propagation? Let any Man upon ſome 
conſideration, tell me, whether it be poſſible, that this one little King- 
doin of England ſhould fall from this pure Apoftolical Doftrine it now pro- 
feſſes, into down-right Popery, (or any other way alter the whole Scheme 
of it's Religion) and have the Alteration confirm'd by ſeveral Atts of Par- 
lament, and continue in the publick Exerciſe of it for a thouſand, five 
or out of it,. ſhould be ſenſible of the Alteration ;, but alſo to be —_ 
with ſach Policy and Craft, that the whole buſineſs would be a Secrer for 
many Ages? And if this be ſcarce to be thought poſlible of this oneKing- 
dom ; what can be _—_ when 'tis affirm'd of many Nations of the 
whole Chriſtian World ; Can any thing look more like a Fable or Ro- 
mance; Or can Rational Man, barel = ſuch a Report, condemn 
the Faith and Religion of his Arceſtors, for Novelty and Humane Inventions; 
and quite laying aſide this, take him for the Ruſ: of his Reformation,who 
thus, without Reaſon, Juſtice or Truth, has thrown ſuchan'Infamy up- 
on all the Chriſtians preceding him for a thouſand years. 

But not to inſiſt upon theſe reaſonings, for the wiping off the ſcandal of 
Novelty from the Doctrine of the Church of Rome ; 'twould: not be amiſs 
here, to look beyond thr Tenth Century, as alſo. beyond the time of Pope 
Gregory. And it-in thoſe earlier Chriſtians, nothing can'be found of that 
Faith and Profeſſion, which is charg'd as Novelty o_ Errour againſt the + 
Church of Rome, all the Papiſts in the World ſhall joyn with their Adver- 
ſaries, and condemning Pope Gregory for a Seducer, and all of the Tenth 
Age for ſo many 1gnoramws's, ſhall in one voice with them cry out againſt 
all ſuch Do&rine, Novelty, Novelty, Errour, Errour. Bat if, on the contra=- 
ry, every Point thus challeng'd of Novelty, ſhall appear to have been the 
Profeſſion of the Faithful in the time of the Purity of the Goſpel; if before 
Pope Gregory we find that Invocation of Saints, the Real Preſence, T' ranſub- 
ſtantiation, Purgatory, Prayer for the Dead, the Uſe of Holy Images, Relicks, 
the ſign of the Croſs, Proveſſions, &c. were a receiv d Dottrine, and common 
Practice of Chriſtians in thoſe Primitive times :. Then ſhall. the. PapiSts re- 
main as they are, as being of the ſame Faith and Religion, with thoſe 
Antient Believers, without any Adaitions and Alterations ; and all their Ad- 
ver/aries ought in juſtice to return. again to their Communion, and making 
upone Quire, cry out with them ;- Blefed are they who believe as our Fare- 
fathe, * 
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fathers believ'd, who receiv'd their Faith from the ApotHes and their Succe/- b. 


ſors ;. and Accurſed be they, who ſeperate from this Faith, and upon the Noiſe 
of Novelty and Erroar, make Diviſions in the, Church, and fall from her Com- 
union, believing Lies rather than Truth. | 


In order to this, I intended in this place to have given. the Reader a far - 


propett of the Dotrize and Belief of the Fathers at the firſt five hundred 
years after Chriſt ; but finding the matter increaſe ſo much beyond ex- 
eftation upon my hands, I have reſerv'd them for another occaſion. But 
owever, upon confidence of what I am able to prodace in that point, 1 


cannot omit to aſſure the Reader; that the chief, and moſt material Points - 


charg'd upon the Church of Rome for Novelty, the Primitive Fathers do ſo 
plainly own to have been the Faithand Profeſſion of the Chuch in their 
days ; and to have been deliver'd down, and taught as the Doftrine of the 


Apoſtles ;, that an impartial Conſiderer need not take much time to con- ' 


clude, whether are the greater 1-novators,thoſe that now Believe and Pro- 
feſs theſe Tenets and Pradtices ;. or they that diſown or rejett them. 'Tis 
evident, that every Point of that Doctrine, which is now decry'd for Po- 
pery, and baſely ſtigmatiz'd with the note of Errors introduc'd of late, 
 andof a modern invention, is by many Agcs older than thoſe, who are 
reputed to be the Authors ; that every particular Article laid to the /g- 
norance of the Tenth Century, and to the contrivance of Pope Gregory, 
are as expreſly and clearly own'd, and taught ſome Ages before, as lt is 
Now at this day. That thoſe great Men were as down-right Papiſts in 
theſe Points, as we arenow. And that any difturber of Chriſtjanity might 
have as well defam'd them for believers of Novelties and Errours, as we 
are now at this preſent. The Faith that they profeſs'd then, we profeſs 
now; and if any ofour Doctrine be Novelty,  'tis a Novelty of above 
tweive hundred years ſtanding: And who can queſtion it not to be of an 
older date ? If it was the publick belief of the Chriſtian World, in the 
fourth Century, who can be better Witneſſes of what was believ'd before 
them, even in the third Age, than They ? They tell us, that the Doctrine 
they maintain and deliver, is the Faith of the Catholick, Church, receiv'd 
from their Fore-fathers, and as it was taught by the Apoſtles: and we 
don't find, that in any of theſe Points, they were challeng'd by any Au- 
thority, or oppoſed by the Paſtors of the Church, or any Writers, either 
then living, or ſucceeding them, but received always with great venera- 
tion; And upon what grounds can any challenge them now ? Is it poſſible, 
. that any living now, can give a better account of what was believ'd and 
' practicd in the third Age, than They that immediately follow'd them ? 
Which will be more credible Witneſſes of what'was done in Forty Eight; 
thoſe that ſhall be alive fifty years hence, or they that are not yet come , 
| | theſe 


k 
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theſe thouſand years ? If therefore theſe Holy Men declare to us the Do- 
Erine they believ'd ; with an aſſurance, that it was the Faith of the Ca- 
tholick Church, fo believ'd by their Anceſtors, and as they had receiv'd it 
from the Apoſtles and their Succeſſors z do not they deſerve better credit, 
than others, who coming a Thouſand years after, cry out againſt all 
theſe ſeveral Points, that they are nothing but Novelty and Errour ? "Tis 
evident therefore to him, that this noiſe of Novelty, was nothing but a 

ftratagem for the introducing of Novelties ; and that thoſe that broughe 
an infamy upon thoſe Points by this aſperſion, might with as great ap- 
lauſe every, and as eaſily have laid a ſcandal upon other Articles of the 
Chriſtian Faith, which they thought fit to retain,and have had them all ex- 
ploded for Novelry. And this has been ſo far done already, that even 
three parts of that Doctrine, pick'd out by the firſt Reformers, for Apoſto- 
lical, and conform to the Word of God,we have ſeen in our days clamour'd 
againſt for Novelty,” and thrown by with as general an mand 
as clear Evidence of the charge, as ever they laid by ranſubſtantiation 
and the Primacy: The firſt Reformers calt off the Authority of the fir 
Biſhop, as being a Novelty ; Others ſoon after cry'd down the Authority of 
all Biſhops, for a Novelty, The Firſt diſown'd a great part of the Prieſtly 
Funftjon, as being lately crept in z the Others diſown'd all the reſt, and 
even Ordination it ſelf, as having all crept in together. The Firf threw 
out a great number of Ceremonies,as being not Apoſtolical,but of a modern 
Inſtitution : The Orhers threw out even what they had retain'd,for being 
no more an Ordination of the Apoſtles, than the former. The Firf laid 
by five of the Sacraments ; the Others laid by the other two. And thus No- 
velty was the Word, whenſoever any receiy'dDottrine of Chriſtianity was 
to be outed, and may to be made for a Novelty : And he does not doubt, 
but, that if the noiſe of Novelty continue long, ſo unhappily ſucceſsful as 
of late, and the liberty be permitted to every preſumingSpirit, to fix this 
ſcandal upen whatſoever Doctrine or Inſtitution they ſhall think fit; that 
all Chriſtianity is in a fair way of being thrown out of doors: and the 

Bible, Preaching, Catechiſing, Chriſt's Incarnation and Paſſion, &c. is as like= 

ly to be caſt off for a Novelty, as all the reſt have been. Thoſe that will 

but ſhew to the People, that even theſe things have been all receiv'd from 

Rome, and that the Papiſts by their 4ſſionaries, ſpread theſe Dottrines 

over the World, may ſoon perſwade them, they are nothing but Popiſh 

Inventions, meer Novelties; that thoſe that began the Reformation, did 

their buſineſs by halves, and that the World will never be chroughly Re- 

form'd, till all theſe Roman SuperStitions, are laid by with thereſt:; they 
being of the ſame date. He takes no' notice thereof of all the clamours 
rais'd againſt ſeyeral points of the receiv'd DoQrine of his Church ; his

wholly conform to the Doftrine of Chriſt, and not in the leaſt: contrary to - 
Reafon. ..The Former is aPapiſt, as he is generally apprehended by thoſe, 


who bave a Proteſtant Education ; ſuch, as whenſoever refletted on, is con- 
ceiy'd ito be a perverſe,malicions ſort of Creature, Superſtitious,Idolatrous, 
Atheiſtical, Cruel, Bloody-minded, Barbarous, Tracherous, and ſo Pro- 
_ phane, and erery way Imhumane, that *tis in ſome-manner doubted, whe- 
ther he be Man,-or no The other is a Pap:ſt, whoſe Faith is according to the

Salvation in the next. Anas it not ſtrange, that theſe two GCharafters 7

ftics. and yet not at all trange to thoſe, who, know that they that follbw Chriſt 
ſhalt be hatred by the World,that thoſe who ſtudy the Wiſdom of Heaen ſhall 
have the repute of Fools, and that-as many 4s aitend the Lamb, ſhall be pain- 
ted in the-Livery of Satan Ownr yy 6 en were ſo before us; all the Pri- 
mitive. Chriſtians, -the Apaſiles, and even the Lamb himſelf, our Redeemer. 


Calumny ever folow'd them, Mil(-repreſentation waited apon them; and © 


what wonder that [nfamy was their conſtant Attendance? And now if the 
Orthodox Chriſtians,bave thn: in all Ages hadtheir double Character;one 
of ]uſtice,exatthy drawn from what theyreally believ d & pratlis d; the other 
of Malice, copied from them, as Mil-repreſented z **T:s not at all ſtrange, to 


find it ſo now in our days ; when Calumny, Malice, Ignorance, &Cc. are as - 
, _ powerful © 
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powerful as ever ; who, though from the beginning of the World, that is about 


| five thouſand Years, they have made it thesr chief buſineſs to Paint, Copy and 
| Repreſent Things and Perſons; yet they never aid it with ſo much injury ;, fo 


altogether unlikely, as they do now the Papilts; there being ſcarce any one Point 
of their Faith and Profeſſion , which they do not either blindly miftake, or, 
baſely di/guiſe. The Papiſts believe 'tis convenient to pray before Holy Images 
and give them an inferiour or relative reſpett. Theſe deſcribe the Pariſts 
Praying to Images, and Worſbipping them as Idols. The Papilts believe 'tis 
good ro deſire the Prayers of the Saints,and Fonour them as the Friends of God. 
Theſe Paint out the Papiſts, as believing Saints to be ther Redeemers, and 
adoring them as Gods. The Papilts believe, that Chriſt left a Power in the 
Pri« ſts of his Church, to Abſolve all truly Penitent Sinners from their Offences, 
Theſe Repreſent the Papiſts as believing, That the Prieſts can Tufallible forgive 
all ſuch 2: come to Confeſſion, whether they repent, or no. The Papiſts believe 
rhere's Power in the ſupreme Paſtor,upon due Motives of granting Indulgen- 
ces; that is, of releaſing to the Faithful ſuch Temporal Penalties, as remain duc 
to their paſt ſms, already remitted as to their guilt ;, on conaition they perform 
| ſuch Chriſtian. Duties as ſhall be aſſign'd them, 1. e. humble themſelves by Fait- 
ing,Confeſs their ſins with a hearty Regentance, Receive Worthily, & give Alms 
to the Poor, &c. Theſe make the Papilts believe, That the Pope, for a ſum of 


. Mony, can give them leave to commit what ſins they ſhall think fit with a certain 


Pardon for all Crimes already incu:r'd ; and that there can be no danger of 
| Danmation:t0 any, that can but make a large Preſent to Rome,at his death.:The 
Papiſts beljcve, That by the Merits of Chriſt, the good Works of a juſt Man, 
are acceptable to God, and through his Goodneſs and Promiſe, meritorious of 
cternal happineſs. Theſe report, That the Papiits believe they can merit Hea- 
ven by their 6wn Woi ks, without any dependance on the work of our Redemption. 
The Papiſts worſhip Chriſt really preſent in the Sacrament, true God and Mar. 
Theſe ſay they fall down to, and wor ſhip a piece of Bread. Some Papiſts 
maintain the Nepoling Power. Theſe will have it to be an Article of their 
Faith, and that they are oblig'd to't - their Religion. Some Papiſts have been 
Traytors, Rebels, Conſpirators, &c. Theſe maks theſe Villanies to be Me- 
ritorious among the Papiits and that 'tis the Dottrine of their Church. And 
thus there is ſcarce any one thing belonging to their Faith and Exerciſe of their 
Religion, which is not wrong'd in the deſcribing it, and injuriouſly. Miſ-repre- 
ſented. And if any be ſo curious, as to deſire to be ſatisfied, how this comes 
about ; let him but ſtand by any of the Undertakers, while they are tahing the 
Copy of Popery, and ob/erve their Method, and he may ſoon come to the bot- 
rom of the Myſtery. He may ſee them ſeriouſly viewing ſome of her T enets,and 
upon a ſhort conſideration, immediately to fall to the making Inferences, ana 
Aeducing Conſequences, then down go theſe for o many Articles of Popery.

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They go on, and ſee other of her Tenets, and theſe containing Myſteries,/uch as 
Reaſon cannot reach to, when Faith is not an aſſiſtant \, they are preſently fol- 
low'd with variety of Abſurdities, and ſeeming Contradictions : Ard down 
20 theſe to the former, for ſo many Articles of Popery. They paſs on to others, 
and theſe being not conform to the ions: 9 of their Education ; ſeveral Miſ- 
conſtructions are preſently rais'd upon them, and down go theſe for ſo many 


Articles of Popery, win look, forward, and ſeeing others, in the prattice of - 


which,many Abuſes have been committed ; then down go theAbuſes for ſo many 
Articles of Popery. Hence they turn to the Court. of Rome, and as many Diſ- 
orders and Extravagancies as they find there, ſo many Articles of Popery. 
They enquire into-the Actions and Lives of her Paſtors and Prelates, and as 
z#any Vices, as many wicked Deſigns they diſcover there, ſo many Articles of 
| Popery. They examin the behaviour of her Profeſſors, and whatſoever Vil- 
lanies, what/oever Treaſons and Inhumanities, they find commuted by any 
that own themſelves Members of that Communion, down they all go for ſo many 
Articles of Popery. They hear the reports of ſuch as have delerted her Au- 
thority, and tho' through their extravagancies and raſhneſs, they deſerve not 
credit evenn a trifle ;, Yet their whole Narrative ſhall be accepted, and all their 
zale Stories be ſumm'd up, for ſo many Articles of Popery.. 1 hey peruſe every 
ſeurrilo& Pamphlet and abuſive Libel ;, and ſuch ridiculous Fables,as are only 


fit for a Chimney-corner, they borrow thence, and ſet them down for ſo many_ 


Articles of Popery. They turn over every Popiſh Author, and what ſoever 
light, looſe or extravagant Opinions, whatſoever Diſcourſes carried on, ei- 
ther through Flattery, Diſguſt or FaCtion, appear in any of them, they are all 
mark'd out for fo many Articles of Popery. And by theſe and ſuch like means 
is finiſht at laſt a compleat draught of! Popery,#z which ſhe is render'd ſo foul, 
monſtrous ard abominable, that there can be nothing raked from the very 
ſmks of Turciſm, nothing borrow'd from the wild: Africans, or barbarous A- 
mericans,that car mu zore odious, or add to her deformity. Why,and 
2s not Popery then, ſuch as 'tis thus generally painted ? No, tis no more liks it, 

than Monarhy is to that which turbulent Republican Spirit ſhews for it ;, when 
diſplaying to the multitude ſome Miſcarriages of State, Frailties 12 Perſons in 
Dignities, Aluſes of Government,&c. they cry out, behold this is Monarchy. 
By theſe means making it Infamous among the People, that they may more eaſily 
overthrow it. Azd are 10s the Papiſts ſuch as they are commonly Repreſented? 
No, They are no more alike, than the Chriſtians were of old under the Perſe 
cuting Emperours, to what they appear'd, when cloathed with Lions and Bears 
Skins they were expoſed in the Amphi-theatre to Wild Beaſt; under thoſe bor- 
row d ſhapes to provoke their Savage Oppolites to greater fury; and that they 
mig ht infallibly, and with more rage, be torn in pieces. Let Monarchy be ſhewn 
72 its own colours ; and the Chriſtians be expos'd in their own form, and ons, 
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will have but few Maligners, and the others will meet with a more T ame beha- 
vionr, even from the wildelt Beaſts, Let any but ſearch into the Councils of 
the Church of Rome, even that of Trent,thangvhich none can bz more Popiſh; 
let them peruſe her Catechiſin; That ad Parochos,or orhers ſer forth, for Pa- 
ftors to inſtrubt their Flock,, and for Children,Youth, and others to learn their 
Chrifian Doitrine, of which there is extant great variety in Engliſh. Let them 
examine Vernon's Rule of Faith, and thar er forth by the Biſhop of Condan- 
Let them look into the Spiritual Books of Direftion : Thoſe of Biſhop Sales, the 
Following of Chriſt, che Chriſtian Rules, che Spiritual Combat, Grana- 
do's Works, and infinite others of this ſort, which Papiiſts generally keep by them 
for their Inſtruttion : Ana then let them freely declare, whether the Papllts are 
ſoill principl'd, either as to their Faith or Morals, as they are generally made 
appear. Alitile diligence in this kind, with a ſerious inquiry ito their con- 
verſation, their manner of Living and Dying, will eaſily diſcover, that that of 
Beaſt, with which they are commonly expos'd to publick,, is not theirs, but only 
of the $kin that is thrown over them. The Papiſts own, that there are among ſt 
them Men of very ill Lives, and that if every corner be narrowly ſifted, there 
may be found great abuſes, even of the moſt ſacred things \, that ſome in great 
Dignittes have been highly vicious, and carried on wicked Deſigns”: That ſome 
Authors maintain and publiſh very abſurd Qpinions, and of ill conſe quence, But 
theſe things are nothing of their Religion, they are ImperfeCtions indeed,the 
Crimes, the Scandals of ſome in their Communion ; bur ſuch they are ſo far 


| frombeing oblig'd to approve, maintain or imitate, that they wiſh with all their 


heart, there had been never any ſuch thing, and deſire in theſe Points a tho- 
rough Reformation. Tho the Imprudences thereof, the Failings, the 
Extravagancies, the Vices, that may be pick?!d up, through the whole Society 
of Papilts, are very numerous and -u and too too ſufficient if drawn together 
for thecompoſing a moſt Deform'd Antichriſtian- Monſter ; Ter the Popery 
of the Roman Catholicks #s 7s /uch Monſter, as 'tis painted. Thoſe things 
which a:e commonly brought again#t them, being as much dereſted by them, as by 
the Perſons that lay the charge of their diſ-favour ;, and having no more relation 
zo them, than Weeds and 1ares ts the Corn among ſt which it grows ; or Chaff 
totheW heat, with which it lies mix'd in one heap. A Papiſt therefore is no more 


than he is above Repreſented ; and whoſoever enters thar Communion,has no 


obligation of believing otherwiſe, then as there ſpecified. And tho' in each Par- 
ticular, I have cited no Authorities; yer for the truth and exattneſs of theCha- 
raCter, / Appeal to the Council of Trent..41d if in any Point it ſhall be found 
ro diſagree, I again promiſe, upon notice, publickly to own it, And as for the 
other Part of the PapiſtMii-repreſented,yt contains ſrchTenets as are wron J= 
fully charg'd pon the Papiſts ; and in as many reſpetts, as it js contrary to the 
other.Charatter ; in /o many, it is contrary tothe Faith of the Church : And 
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to far,they are ready to diſown them, and ſubſcribe to their Comdennation. Avd 

"tboygh any ſerious enquirer may he oo ſatisfied as ts the truth of this ;; yet for

a publick, ſatisfaion, to ſhew that thoſe Abominable Unchriſtian Dodctrines 


are no part of their Belict ; however gre 10s men may be in their Opini- 
ons, ) the Papiſts ackzowledge that a Faith 4 m_ 70 ſuch Tenets, i wholl 
0ppoſire to the Honour of God, and Deſtruttive to the —_ of Chriſt, and do 
publickly invoke God Almighty's Fudgements upon that Church, which teaches 
either publickly or privately ſuch a Faith.
